Tuesday, November 19, 1833.- A message was received from the se¬ 
nate by Mr Conner, their secretary: Mr Speaker- I am instructed by the 
Senate to inform the House of Representatives, that a quorum of that bo¬ 
dy has convened; that they have elected the honorable J ohn Erwin, of 
Greene, president; Charles D. Conner, of Marengo, secretary; Thomas 
B. Childress, assistant secretary; and James A. Bates, doorkeeper; and 
are now ready to proceed to business. Ordered, That said message lie on 
the table. 

Mr Farrar presented the petition on sundry citizens of St. Clair coun¬ 
ty, praying the passage of a law to compel the judge of the county court 
of said county tp reside within five miles of the seat of justice of said 
county; which was read and referred to a select committee; whereupon 
Messrs Farrar, Massey and Hill of Shelby, were appointed said commit¬ 
tee to consider and report thereon. 

Mr Fleming presented the petition of the officers of the 33d regiment 
of Alabama militia, praying an alteration of the militia laws, which was 
read and referred to the military committee. 

Mr Speaker laid before the house the report of the commissioners ap¬ 
pointed to examine into the affairs and conditions of the Branch of the Bank 
of the State of Alabama located at the town of Montgomery; which said 
report is in the words and figures following, to wit: 

The Honorable Speaker of the House of Representatives of the Legislature of Alabama. 

The Commissioners appointed by the government to examine the transactions of the branch of the 
State of Alabama located at Montgomery county, have the authority of the Act of the 12th J anuary, 1833, 
entitled 

"an act to preside for the examination of the Bank of the State of Alabama and its several branches, be- 
leave to make the following report. 

The commissioners??? at the Banking house on Monday the 21st of October 
and proceeded to examine all the books and papers kept by the different officers of 
the bank since the commencement of the institution and they take pleasure in re¬ 
porting , that they found them all very neatly and they believe, properly and cor¬ 
rectly kept. 

The commissioners did not undertake to make every calculation of figures; but were 
so far as to satisfy themselves, that all the books were correct; and they believe all 
the officers employed in the bank, to be honest, capable and very attentive to the 
duties. They find , on an examination of the affairs of the bank, made up to include 
the 31st day of October, (in which they believe to be correct,) that the bank is liable 
for notes in circulation in the sum of two hundred and ninety-six thousand nine hun¬ 
dred and three dollars, and to the amount due individual depositors, twenty three 
thousand seven hundred and thirty three dollars 18-100; to the amount standing 
the credit of the different banks, the sum of sixty-nine thousand and sixty-eight dol¬ 
lars 99-100; also for the amount deposited to the credit of the common school fund 
twenty-three thousand four hundred and eighty-three dollars 52-100; making the 
bank liable for hte sum of $413,183 99-100, exclusive of the capital stock of ???? 
hundred thousand dollars. The bank at the same time possess the means to make 
any demands upon it; in specie paying banks, twenty-eight thousand nine hun¬ 
dred and forty-three dollars, bills of exchange arriving every few days at ????? 




for the sum of four hundred and thirty-five thousand and ten dollars 63-100; not 
discounted, and on which partial payments are making nearly every week, to the 
amount of four hundred and forty-two thousand two hundred and fifty-seven dollars 
40-100, and also the sum of thirty-one thousand four hundred and three dollars 
86-100; due from the Phoenix bank in New York, which amount to $1,027,630 71-100. 
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From the above statement the commissioners come to the conclusion, that the bank 
is abundantly able to meet all the demands that may be made upon it. They are in¬ 
formed that there is very little call for specie. The banks in Mobile are in the prac¬ 
tice of sending home large amounts of the bills of this bank, but he institution has 
had no difficulty in meeting them with funds in Mobile, or by disposing of bill of 
exchange they hold falling due to Mobile, at the rate of six per cent, interest per an¬ 
num. On an examination of the notes discounted, and bills of exchange purchased 
by the institution, the commissioners believed that there is not a dollar that can be 
said to be really bad, and not more than twenty-five hundred or three thousand dol¬ 
lars, that might be considered doubtful. In coming to this important conclusion, 
the commissioners have been governed by statements made by the president, cash¬ 
ier and some of the directors, and the very general acquaintance, they themselves 
possessed, of the ability of a large majority of the customers of the bank. 

They find, by statement made to them by the cashier, that all the notes and bills 
of exchange in suit, amount only to the small sum of thirteen thousand three hundred 
and three dollars. 

The commissioners went into a minute examination of the "Minutes Book” of the 
board of directors, and found their proceedings properly recorded, and are pleased 
to state that they show the directors have taken a very great interest in the general 
welfare and proper management of the institution. 

They find, upon a review of the charter of this bank, that the legislature appro¬ 
priated a sum not exceeding five thousand dollars for a banking house, which sum has 
been found insufficient for that purpose, and they find the sum of seven thousand se¬ 
ven hundred and fifty-one dollars 15-100, has been paid and charged on the books of 
the bank to "banking house and lot.” The commissioners, would respectfully re¬ 
commend to the legislature the appropriation of a further sum sufficient to cover 
the cost of the house and lot. 

They would further respectfully recommend to the legislature some alterations of 
amendments to the present charter of this bank, by which they believe the institution 
can, and will be much more serviceable and convenient to the community and more 
profitable to the State. 

The second clause of the fourth section of the charter says, "That the Bank shall 
discount notes at six per cent.:” So amend the clause to give the bank the pow¬ 
er to discount the notes, made payable and negotiable at said bank, that have not longer 
than six months to run, at a rate of interest not exceeding six per cent per annum. 

Notes, having from six to nine months to run, may be discounted at seven per cent 
per annum; and all notes that have nine to twelve months to run, my be dis¬ 
counted at the rate of eight per cent, per annum. The same clause further says, 

"No individual, &c. shall be indebted, by discount, or otherwise, in a greater sum 
than two thousand dollar." So amend this clause, as to allow the bank the privi¬ 
lege of discounting what is usually termed in bank, "business paper," and confine 
the limitations to accommodation paper having twelve months to run. 

I n making these suggested alterations in the charter of this bank, the commission¬ 
ers have taken into view the great inconvenience, as well as expense, some of the cus¬ 
tomers of this bank have to contend with in making partial payments on accommodation 
notes, and they find a great many protests are made for failing to pay the curtailments 
on the day they become due, which in most cases they believe to be owing to the 
persons forgetting, or not knowing, the very day. 

They view the second amendment proposed, as of much consequences to the com¬ 
munity in the vicinity of this bank, believing, as they do, that paper made upon a 
bona fide trade or contract, is not only the best and safest, but will be more punctual¬ 
ly met than any other, consequently, it is not the best paper a bank cane trade in. If the 
legislature should view these alterations in the same light viewed by the commis¬ 
sioners, they would further suggest that they are made before the 1st of J anuary, 

1834, that the new operation may commence on that day. 



I n closing this report, the commissioners feel it a duty they owe to the President, 
Directors and officers in the bank, to say, that they rendered them every assistance 
in their examination that could be wished or expected, and appeared desirous to have 
every thing fully and properly examined. 

All which is respectfully submitted by the commissioners.

Mr McRae presented the memorial of John Cockrill, a citizen of Frank¬ 
lin county, asking relief; which was read and referred to the committee 
on propositions ans grievances. 

Mr Fleming made the following report: The joint committee of the 
two houses appointed to wait on the governor and inform him of the or¬ 
ganization of the two houses of the general assembly, and of their readi¬ 
ness to receive any communication he might thick proper to make, have 
performed the duty assigned them, and received for answer from the gov¬ 
ernor, that would make a communication in writing to the two houses 
this day at the hour of 12 o'clock. Ordered, That said report lie on the 
table. 

Mr Carmack presented the petition of Richard Darby, of Lauderdale 
county, praying the passage of a law to emancipate a certain slave therein 
named; which was read and referred to the committee on emancipation. 

Mr Webster presented the petition of FHenry F. Scruggs and others, 
of Jackson county, praying the passage of a law to emancipate a certain 
slave therein named; which was read and referred to the committee on 
emancipation to consider and report thereon. 

Mr Chamberlain introduced a bill to be entitled an act to amend an act 
entitled an act for relief of master builders and mechanics of the State 
of Alabama, passed J une 15th, 1821; which was read and ordered to a 
second reading. 

Mr. Speaker laid before the house the record and proceeding of the cir¬ 
cuit court of Mobile county, exercising jurisdiction in chancery, in the case 
of Laura Bell against William Bell, divorce; which was read and re¬ 
ferred to the committee on divorce and alimony. 

Mr Norwood presented the account of the jailer of J ackson county; 
which was read and referred to the committee on accounts. 

On motion Mr. Sumners: Resolved, That a select committee be ap¬ 
pointed to ascertain the sums due to each of the census takers in the State 
appointed under an act of the general assembly, approved the 11th of J an- 
uary, 1833, and that they be instructed to report a bill making an appro¬ 
priation for the payment thereof; whereupon Messrs. Sumners, Musgrove 
and Johnson were appointed said committee. 

An annual communication was received from his excellency the governor 
by J ames I. Thorton secretary of State, which he handed in at the 
speaker's chair and then withdrew; which communication is as follows: 
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Executive Department, Tuscaloosa, November 19, 1833 
Fellow Citizens of the Senate and of the House of Representatives: 

In commencing the important duties, which, as representatives of a 
free people, you are called upon to discharge, it, must be a source of satis¬ 
faction to learn, that during the past year, every section of the State has 
been blessed with a degree of prosperity, that has not been surpassed at 
any former period. 

While an able and efficient administration of the laws, by an enlighten¬ 
ed and independent judiciary, has secured to our citizens the blessings of 
civil liberty, a fertile soil and propitious seasons, have supplied them with 
all the necessaries and comforts of life. 

The same exemption from disease, by which our state has heretofore 
been distinguished, is every where exhibited, and our gratitude to the Au¬ 
thor of all good, in an especial manner, is demanded, for having diverted 
from our people a pestilence, which, in its fatal progress, has desolated so 
many countries, and swept away so many millions of our species. The 
general competence and increasing prosperity of our fellow citizens ; our 
soil of almost inexhaustible fertility ; our navigable streams and salubrious 
climate; our active and prosperous commerce: the busy scenes of industry 
and enterprise, which are beheld in every direction, and our mild and equal 
system of laws bespeak us, to once, the freest and happiest people on the 
face of the globe, and cannot fail to inspire us with reverence and devo¬ 
tion towards the Being to whose wisdom and goodness were are indebted 
for blessings so signal and inestimable. 

The resolutions in relation to the line between Georgia and this State, 
have been transmitted to the governor of the former, and his letter in an¬ 
swer to mine of the 27 th March, contains assurance that the propositions 
which they contain, will be met by the authorities of Georgia, in a spirit 
of liberality and friendly compromise. He will refer the subject to the 
legislature of that State, and I shall probably be able to lay before you 
the result of their deliberations during your present session. The corres¬ 
pondence between governor Lumpkin and myself is here with submitted. 

In my last annual communication, I recommended the establishment of a 
penitentiary as the best and most efficient means of providing a criminal 
code, which according to the behest of the constitution, should be "found¬ 
ed on the principles of reformation, and not of vindictive justice." My 
reflection and experience, since that period, have added strength and confi¬ 
dence to the opinions then advanced, and I beg leave, with increased ear¬ 
nestness and solicitude, to urge that the work of improvement in our crim¬ 
inal jurisprudence to be no longer delayed. In forming a system of criminal 
law, a just proportion between punishment and crime should not be over¬ 
looked. Surely if the demands of public justice can be satisfied by inflict¬ 
ing death for the crime of murder, milder punishments should be prescrib¬ 
ed for those offences which amount only to frauds against individuals and 
society. There is an immeasurable distance between forging the name of 
an individual, for a small sum of money, and taking his life; and yet these 
offences, by our laws, are of equal grade, and placed upon the same foot¬ 
ing. In assigning appropriate punishment to the variety of offences which 
it is the policy and duty of all government to suppress, the whipping post, 
the pillory, and the branding iron, have been found totally inadequate to 
the great purpose of prevention and reformation, they have, with umer- 
ring certainty, been traced to those remote periods when the harsh features 
of savage society had received no mitigation from the hand of modern ci¬ 
vilization and refinement; and when they were doubtless invented as the 
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instruments, not of justice, but of cruelty and revenge. I n several of the 
State of the Union they have laid aside as unworthy the enlightened 
period in which we live, and condemned as being incompatible with our 
free institutions. The penitentiary system, from the experience of many 
years, has been found eminently successful in obviating the difficulties, 
which previous efforts have failed to overcome, of meeting out the punish¬ 
ment due to every grade of offence: and the future historian will not fail 
to advert to it as the proudest triumph of humanity which the present age 
can boast. 

It can no longer be regarded as a doubtful experiment. Those States, 
in which it has been adopted, find that it answers fully all the purposes for; 
which it believed that Alabama should no longer hesitate to enter upon a 
work promising such happy and beneficial results. 

The annual report of the board of trustees of the University embraces 
a clear and perspicuous view of the pecuniary transactions of that institu¬ 
tion. This document is transmitted for the inspection of the general, as¬ 
sembly. 

The department of instruction has been conducted in the most able and 
satisfactory manner. Several young gentlemen were graduated at the end 
of the last collegiate year, and their finial examination was such as to afford 
satisfactory evidence that they took leave of their scholastic pursuits with 
an education that would not suffer by a comparison with that which is ob¬ 
tained at the higher grades of colleges in the United States. The police of 
the institution is upon a footing to insure harmony and good order, and the 
discipline which has been established aims at the moral as well as literary 
advancements of the students. The provision, which the trustee have 
made, for the giving tuition gratuitously to one student of promising character 
and indigent circumstances, from each county in the State, is worthy of 
more general attention. Should each county avail itself of this privilege, 
the blessing of education would be extended more widely through the 
State, and extended too to those who talents might otherwise, in a great 
measure, be lost to the community. 

The University is, on the whole, in a flourishing and highly prosperous 
condition, and under the management of the professors who have been se¬ 
lected to take charge of its interest, the hopes and expectations of its 
friends and the public will doubtless be fully realized. It cannot but be a 
source of pride and pleasure to the citizens of the State generally, that an 
institution promising so many blessing and benefits to the present, and fu¬ 
ture youth of the country, has, at a period thus early in our history, been 
established and brought into successful operation. It should, as it doubt¬ 
less will, receive the vigilant attention and guardian superintendence of the 
Legislature, in whose hands its destinies have been placed. 

By virtue of the acts passed by the general assembly, at their last ses¬ 
sion, to establish branches of the State bank in the city of Mobile and in 
the Tennessee valley, and to increase the capital stock of the branch bank 
at Montgomery, George Gaines, Esq. who appointed the agent of the 
State, to sell the State bonds, or certificates of State stock, proceeded with¬ 
out delay to the northern cities, and on the third of April effected a sale at 
their par value, to the amount of one million seven hundred and fifty thou¬ 
sand dollars, to J. D. Beers & Co. of the city of New York, and Thomas 
Wilson of & Co. of London. By the terms of the sale, payment was to be 
made in ten instalments, commencing on the 22d May, and ending on the 
4th October of the present year, all of which have been punctually paid. 
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This sum was so divided as to give the branch at Mobile one million of 
dollars, the branch at Decatur a half million of dollars, and that at Mont¬ 
gomery two hundred and fifty thousand dollars. The two former of these 
went into operation as soon as arrangements could be made, and they are 
now in active operation. 

I n this contract, it was agreed, that a preference in the purchase of the re¬ 
maining one million seven hundred and fifty thousand dollars should be 
given to these two houses, of which the have since availed themselves, 
and the payment is to be made also in ten installments, commencing on the 
4th December, and to be completed on the 4 th September, 1834. 

It is believed that the agent has discharged the important trust confided 
to him with the utmost fidelity, and that the sale was the best that could 
possibly, be made at the time and under the circumstances. It was gener¬ 
ally supposed, and confidently expected by Mr Gaines, when the acts cre¬ 
ating the stock were passed, that it would command a premium. Several 
causes, however, conspired to disappoint these anticipations, among which 
may be numbered an unusually large quantity of American stocks then in 
the market and the prospects of a war in Europe. 

The plan which this State has adopted, of excluding from her banking 
system all individual and private interest, was at first regarded by many 
as doubtful and hazardous. It was by all considered a mere experiment, 
an I every succeeding step taken for its extension was fully justified by its 
previous successful operations. Commencing at first with a very small 
capital, which has been gradually increased at different periods, and only 
when the legislature were satisfied by experience, of the propriety of such 
increase, public confidence had kept pace with its enlargement, and the 
system has reached its maturity with a credit and character which confirm 
the wisdom of its establishment and confer lasting commendations upon 
those who have had the immediate direction of its affairs. 

With the fortunes of this institution, the prosperity, credit and character 
of the State, are to some extent embarked, and no branch of the public ser¬ 
vice is more deserving the attention and solicitude of the legislature. 

I am fully persuaded that a prudent management of its concerns will in, 
a few years, dispense with the necessity of taxation altogether, and next to 
furnishing the necessary amount of circulation, this should be regarded as 
one of its principal advantages. 

I n conformity with the act of the 12 th J anuary, commissioners have been 
appointed to examine the condition of the branch Banks whose reports will 
be laid before you. 

At the last session of the general assembly the eighth judicial circuit 
was created, and a member of that body was elected judge therefore. When 
this election took place, doubts were entertained of it constitutionality, as 
well by a large portion of its members as by many persons distinguished 
for their attainments in legal science. It afterwards became a subject of 
public discussion and a desire seemed to be felt by the community, and its 
validity should be tested by a decision of the supreme court. Firmly 
persuaded, myself, that the election was not sanctioned by the constitution, 
and that it introduced the evil which was intended, by that instrument, to 
be effectually guarded against and prevented, I felt that I was called upon 
by the obligation of official duty, to place the case in a train for legal in¬ 
vestigation, and directed the attorney general to institute the necessary 
proceedings. Before taking this step, however, the opinion of that officer 
was required, which, together with that of another gentleman, whose legal 
reputation stood deservedly high, sustained and recommended its proprie- 
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ty. I associated with the attorney general, Arthur F. Hopkins, Esq., a 
copy of whose legal opinion is herewith transmitted, shewing his views of 
the merits of the question, as well a the particular points, upon which I 
have sought to be informed. The ease at the last term of the supreme 
court, was thoroughly investigated and ably argued, but the court on ma¬ 
ture reflection determined that they could not entertain jurisdiction of the 
case, without encroaching upon the constitutional powers of the legislature. 
The opinion of this enlightened tribunal has not been published, and the 
information now communicated, is the result of impressions received from 
the attorneys who were engaged in the cause, the opinion and decision 
of the court, it is understood, will be delivered at length, at the session 
which will commence in J anuary. 

It is now respectfully submitted, whether the incidental opinion, indica¬ 
ted by the election, is to be regarded as an expression of the deliberate 
sense of the two houses, or whether, the subject should not receive a di¬ 
rect examination, with a view of placing the action of the legislature in the 
more durable and satisfactory form of a joint resolution. The election took 
place at the close of a lengthy and tedious session. No formal discussion 
whatever was had, and so little said, even in conversation, that members 
voted, it is believed, when the questions of the eligibility of the person 
elected, had attracted but little of their attention. The hurry and confu¬ 
sion which never fail to attend the closing scene of a long and protacted ses¬ 
sion and the want of opportunity for clam and attention examination, are 
of themselves considerations sufficient to induce a review of this subject. 

At any rate, there can be no doubt that a decision directly on the point, 
attended with the formality and deliberation which are enjoyed in the 
enactment of laws, would be more satisfactory to the public, and more de¬ 
serving the respect due to the authoritative precedents. 

The clause of the constitution which controls this question, is in these 
words: "No senator or representative shall, during the term for which 
he shall have been elected, to appointed to any civil office of profit, under 
this State, which shall have been created, or the emoluments of which shall 
have been increased, during such tern; except such offices as may be filled 
by elections by the people." The argument and the only one I have 
heard in favor of the appointments is, that the formation of the circuit does 
not create the office, but that the office of circuit court judge was created 
by the clause of the constitution which is as follows: "The judicial power 
of this State shall be vested in one supreme court, circuit courts to be 
held in each county in the State, and such inferior courts of law and equity, 
to consist of not more that five members, as the general assembly may 
from time to time, direct, ordain and establish.” It may be admitted for 
all the purposes of this argument, that this part of the constitution created 
the circuit courts, though it does nothing more than require, that the le¬ 
gislature shall establish as many of these courts as, in it judgement, the sit¬ 
uation of the country and the necessities of the people require. 

The error, which lies at the foundation of this position, is to be found in 
the fact, that the expressions court and office are held to mean the same 
thing. But this is not the case. No two things are more different. A 
court is a branch of the judicial department itself. I n common parlance, we do 
not say that an individual holds the office of the circuit court, but the 
office of judge of the circuit court. It is the judgeship and not the 
court which constitutes the office. The judge, the clerk and the sheriff 
are all officers of the court, and each fills an office. The supreme court 
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afford a conclusive illustrations of this matter. That branch of the judici¬ 
ary is now filled by three judges. Each holds a separate and distinct of¬ 
fice. Should the Legislature, at their present sesion, appoint an addition¬ 
al judge, as they may do, will not a new office be created, and can it be 
contended that this judgeship was created by the constitution? 

An instrument which professes as the constitution does, to establish gene¬ 
ral and leading principles, should always be construed with reference to the 
intention of its framers. The object which the convention had in view, 
was obviously, to prevent the legislature from providing places for them¬ 
selves; and if the construction contended for be not correct, it appears to 
me that no definite or sensible meaning can be ascribed to the clause under 
consideration. 

Whatever may be the decision of the legislature, the title which the 
present incumbent has to the office cannot be effected. It has been confed- 
red on him not by his own act, and he cannot be displaced except upon 
charges for improper conduct in discharging his official duties, for which no 
one will pretend there is any foundation. 

At the period of your last session, the dissatisfaction produced in the 
southern States by the protective policy of the general government, and the 
measures of resistance adopted by one of States had excited appre¬ 
hensions throughout the country for the safety of the Union. I then ven¬ 
tured to express the belief, that the system would yield to the influence of 
public opinion, and that as soon as the difficulties interposed by the contest, 
which was then going on for the office of president, should be removed, the 
grievances of which the planting State had so long and so justly complain¬ 
ed, would be speedily redressed. 

At the last session of congress, the distinguished champion of the "Ame¬ 
rican system," and the rival candidate of General J ackson for the presi¬ 
dency, was the first to announce the truth of this prediction, and the 
lost no time in availing himself of the existing state of things, to obtain, for 
the manufacturing interests, a highly advantageous compromise, the 
modification of the tariff was, for the time being, acquiesced in by the 
south, on the ground alone, that it afforded one of the States of the Union 
an opportunity of making a safe and honorable retreat from the precipice to 
which she had been hurried by the impetuosity of her statesmen. It gave 
quiet to the country, and for that reason was hailed as the harbinger of bet¬ 
ter times — as a measure which would pave the way for others, which would 
completely restore to the Union its wanted harmony. When it is consid¬ 
ered that the burthen of a protective tariff had been borne by the south for 
ten years, the time allowed for its reduction was unreasonably long. Some 
portion of the benefit of this promised reformation should have been be¬ 
stowed on the present, and not reserved, as this bill provided, for the next 
generation, the bill should be remodeled as soon as it can be done with¬ 
out renewing the discontent and dissatisfaction which have been so happily 
quited. 

Copies of resolution from nearly all the States of the Union have been 
forwarded to this department, dissenting in the most unqualified terms from 
the theory of nullification. Such have been the promptness and unanimity 
with which the people of the United States have placed their seal of con¬ 
demnation upon this political chimera, that to urge its doctrines any longer 
would justly subject its advocates to the imputation of persisting in estab¬ 
lished error. There is no heresy however absurd, which , with the same 
weight of talent engaged in its support, would not be equally successful in 
obtaining converts; and the unprecedented unanimity with which it has 
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been rejected is to accounted for by the fact, that its direct tendency to 
dissolve the Union is apparent to the humbles capacity. The reserved 
rights of the States rest upon a surer and more solid foundation, the wis¬ 
dom of our system has secured them against every emergency, short of 
open and avowed usurpation. Their preservation and protection are amply 
provided for, in the checks and restraints which the two houses of con¬ 
gress and the executive reciprocally impose on each other in the constitu¬ 
tions of the States and the operations of their laws — in the frequency of 
elections — in a concert of sentiment and action among the States for the 
purpose of giving a proper direction to public opinion, and finally, to an 
independent virtuous and enlightened judiciary. 

At the last session of congress, a bill was passed through both branches 
of that body to distribute the future proceeds of the sales of the public land 
among the several States, to be by them appropriated in such manner and 
to such objects as they may direct. The president of the United States 
withheld his signature from the bill, and for that reason it failed to become 
a law. the large vote given in favor of this measure induces the belief, 
that an attempt to carry it will be made at the ensuing session, and just ap¬ 
prehensions are felt, that although, it will have to encounter the firm and 
decided opposition of the States which contained this description of public 
property, it will be successful. 

The views entertained by the president on this subject, as disclosed in 
his message of December last, appear to me conclusive, and must command 
the approbation of all unprejudiced minds. Previous to the formation of 
the constitution, the waste lands owned by the States were ceded to the 
United States to meet the expenses of the war of the revolution. They may 
now be considered as relieved from this pledge, and in the language of the 
president, "it is our true policy that the public lands shall cease, as soon 
as practicable, to be a source of revenue, and that they be sold to settlersin 
limited parcels, at a price barely sufficient to reimburse to the United States 
the expense of the present system, and the cost arising under our I ndian 
compacts. The advantages of accurate surveys and undoubted titles now 
secured to purchasers, seem to forbid the abolition of the present system, 
because none can be substituted which will more perfectly accomplish these 
important ends. It is desirable, however, that in a convenient time this 
machinery be withdrawn from the States, and that the right of soil and 
the future disposition of it be surrendered to the States, respectively, in 
which it lies” These are the liberal and enlightened views which should 
flow from a statesman who looks with anxious solicitude to the rights of the 
States and the harmony of the Union. They, in the true spirit of patriot¬ 
ism, overlook all local and sectional interests, and regard the duration of 
our happy form of government as above all considerations involving the 
calculations of dollars and cents. 

When this proposition for disposing of the public lands, was first com- 
ceived, the united opposition of the new States was anticipated, and the 
opinion was entertained (erroneously, as I trust the result will show) that 
their consent could be obtained, by adding ten or fifteen per cent to the 
amount to which they would be entitled, by the rule of distribution. The 
reflection of a moment will show that this should have no influence, and 
that the benefits which it holds out, as an inducement to embark in the 
speculation, will not be a feather in the scale, against the permanent disad¬ 
vantages in which it will involve the new State. The scheme is obviously 
designed to keep up the public domain at the highest possible rate, and to 
defeat all exertions to reduce its price, the inhabitants of the new States 
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will be the principal purchasers and how can it benefit them to receive fif¬ 
teen per cent of the purchase money, when they will be compiled to buy 
at a price ranging from fifty to one hundred per cent above that at which 
the land would otherwise be sold? 

But the proposition goes to establish a relationship between the old and 
new States, heretofore unknown, which cannot fail to be highly injurious 
to the latter. The public lands have always been regarded as a source of 
revenue to the general government, and the legislation of congress in rela¬ 
tion to them, has been with a view to the general interests of the Union. — 
Should the plan under consideration be adopted, congress would no lon¬ 
ger exercise over the public domain, the control which could become the 
legislature of a great and united people, but as a mere agent for some of the 
States, its laws would be made for their exclusive benefit to the great inju¬ 
ry and prejudice of the others. Possessing as they would a separate and 
individual interest in the soil contained in the new States, a combination as 
invincible as the passion of avarice itself, and more odious than a direct de¬ 
pendence on their respective State government would be the inevitable 
result. 

Should Alabama, as has been her custom, ask for a few small tracts for 
the erection of public buildings in her new counties, or for a donation to 
enable her to carry on some great work of internal improvement; or 
should she memorialize congress to extend to some of her enterprising 
citizens the privilege or pre-emption, Massachusetts would rise the object 
tion at once, that her annual dividend would be reduced: which she has 
long since ascertained, will amount to one hundred and twenty-sever thou¬ 
sand two hundred and twenty-five dollars and forty one cents. Other 
States, having a similar interest would be called upon to settle all applies- 
tions of this kind, by consulting their arithmetic, and the liberal policy 
which has been heretofore extended to us, and of which we shall hereafter 
stand in need, will be made to yield to that selfish legislation which looks 
to the advantage of particular sections of the Union. Laws to prevent 
the commission of waste, should this measure be adopted and to prohibit 
all settlement upon the public lands, would be enacted, as a natural and ne¬ 
cessary consequence, and enforced with the utmost rigor. Our citizens 
would be perpetually annoyed by indictments and prosecutions, and he 
greatly harassed in other respects. Collisions between the State and fed¬ 
eral government, would be of frequent occurrence, tending powerfully to 
alienate the affections of the people from the latter and to weaken the bonds 
by which the union of these States has been so happily preserved. 

Other views than those now presented which the limits of a commun- 
cation of this kind cannot embrace, showing the impolicy of the measure 
will ready suggest themselves to the general assembly: and the subject is 
submitted to their consideration in the confident belief, that they will pur¬ 
sue such source as with vindicate the rights of the State, and promote the 
interest and prosperity of their constituents. 

About the first of August last, a citizen of the county of Russell, by the 
name of Owen, was killed by a party of soldiers who had been placed un¬ 
der the direction of the deputy marshal for the southern district of Ala¬ 
bama for the purpose of removing from the Creek country, such person as 
had intruded upon Indian possessions. This officer had previously made 
frequent incursions among our people with the soldiers of the United States 
whose illegal and irregular conduce had produced much dissatisfaction 
which, after the murder of Owen, kindled into an excitement that was rap¬ 
idly extended over the whole of the new counties and in some degree. 
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throughout the State. I was at once satisfied that the mode adopted by the 
government to carry the stipulations of treaty into effect, and to evict 
intruders, could not fail to produce serious and unpleasant difficulties, and 
that it would lead to unhappy, and perhaps dangerous excesses. 

On the 26th of August, I addressed a letter to secretary of war, call¬ 
ing his attention to this unfortunate occurrence, and suggested that a resort 
for the protection of the I ndians, to our statute against forcible entries and 
detainers, would be equally effectual, better suited to the habits of our 
people, and more congenial to the spirit of our institutions. The corres¬ 
pondence between that officer and myself are herewith submitted for your 
examination. 

At the date of my fist letter, it be seen, there was no apprehension 
that any design existed to remove the whole body of sttlers, and I read 
the order of the war department of the 26th August, which was publish¬ 
ed by the marshal about the middle of September, with the deepest re¬ 
gret. Upon a large portion of the inhabitants, it was to be executed with¬ 
out distinction and without delay. It is obvious that this document owes 
its origin to the letters of the deputy marshal written in the months of 
J uly and August last, and the president himself will deplore the omission 
to give the settlers time and opportunity to correct the erroneous impres¬ 
sions which these letters have produced . 

No doubt is entertained that general J ackson, in the course he has pur¬ 
sued ,was influenced alone by considerations of public duty, and no one 
could suppose that he had any wish to injure or harrass to the idea, that 
the arm which Alabama has so long upheld and sustained would voluntari¬ 
ly be raised to crush he. And on that account it is the more to be regret¬ 
ted, that an order was issued upon incorrect information, which would have 
converted the finest section of the State into a desolate an smoking wil¬ 
derness. 

The facts which have been stated as such, to the secretary of war, are 
contradicted by many gentlemen on the undoubted respectability, and the hid¬ 
eous story of abuses pratised on the Indians by "lawless violence,” are 
fancy sketches drawn to answer particular purposes, which are now per- 
ually disclosed and will soon be fully developed. 

Mr Allen C. Stillman, of Macon county who writes "in behalt of ma¬ 
ny of his fellow citizens," states that, "We have intruded on no Indian 
improvement, nor appropriated any thing of theirs to our use. The mar¬ 
shal says that the I ndians burnt and destroyed their (the I ndians') houses. 

It is a little singular that, residing as we do in the nation, we never heard 
of these outrages, until we received the news from Washington city. We 
hesitate no to reject such marvelous tales, nor will the public give cre- 
cence to them unless they are supported by better evidence than hired In¬ 
dians, who are made to say whatever the speculators wish. Let the mar¬ 
shal point out to us any person who has taken the lands of the I ndians, 
burned their houses, &c. and he need not call in the assistance of the United 
State troops. 

"We have every reason to believe the speculators, many of whom reside 
not in the State, have influenced a few of the chiefs to make misrepresen¬ 
tations to the marshal, and they are published as the voice of the nation. 

But residing on the spot we know better. The object of the speculator is 
to banish the occupant, and then the Indians will be in their power, and 
they can purchase their lands on such terms as they please without oppo¬ 
sition.”

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Mr. Elijah Holtselaw, of Chambers county, also, speaking of the diffi¬ 
culties produced by the proceedings of the deputy marshal, says "not one 
of them (the whites) were permitted to produce testimony in their defence. 
There were some cases in which the citizens had to pay two hundred and 
fifty dollars, only on the say of some one or two I ndians or I ndian coun¬ 
trymen of the most degraded class, stating that they had been treated amiss 
by such citizens. It is by the request of a large number of your constit¬ 
uents, I address you these lines. I am not one of those who was prostrat¬ 
ed or fell a prey to marshal law, but am an eye witness to a large number 
of cases conducted and determined as above stated. The names of some 

of those who suffered in Chamber county, are.and., &c. all 

men of the first standing in society." 

The honorable T. S. Martin, judge of the county court of Russell county, 
a gentleman of intelligence and unblemished reputation, states that "we 
are daily expecting more troops at this post, as we understand, for the 
avowed purpose of putting every person out in a short time, and should 
this be the case, it would seem hard to make those who pay tax to the support 
of government, who will be so heavily taxed, as to give up their improve¬ 
ments, and many perhaps, have to give one half their crops for the privi¬ 
lege of staying long enough to save the other, for such conduct was the 
deputy marshal guilty of where he has lately been. 

J udge Clough, of Macon county, who is favorably known as a member 
of the general assembly, wrote on the 2d October, "that he had received a 
letter from Mr Austin, ordering myself and all the settlers to remove out 
of Creek Territory within two weeks. We have our all in the nation, 
and are ruined if we are compelled to remove. We rented from individu¬ 
al Indians who cleared the fields, and have paid them in advance. When 
the deputy marshal visited us in the August last, he held a council of the 
chiefs, and we were all termed intruders. We told the marshal we had 
the obligations of the Indians for the land we cultivated. He would not 
look at them. We told all we wanted was a fair investigation, but 
that was denied. 

I lay before the legislature, the letter and proceeding of the public meet¬ 
ing in Talladega county. It will be seen by these that all intrusions upon 
Indian premises are disclaimed and are denied to have taken place in that 
country. 

J udge Collier's letter to the honorable S. W. Mardis is herewith transmitted. 
In the opinion which he expresses, the attorney general, Mr Martin con¬ 
curs. These gentlemen are so generally and so favorably known to the 
public, that their statements will be received with implicit confidence. 

The facts which judge Collier states are the result of particular inquiries 
have been obtained from the most respectable sources. "Desirous," 
says he, "of being informed of the truth of the rumors we had heard as 
to intrusions upon Indian possessions, I sought information from many gen¬ 
tlemen whose character for truth, entitle them to the fullest belief, all of 
whom concurred in assuring me, that individual cases may have occurred, 
in which the white settlers may have wrongfully occupied the Indian im¬ 
provements ; but such cases had never reached their knowledge. They 
also expressed the belief that so just and favorable was public opinion to¬ 
wards the Indians, that no interferences with their rights would be tolerat¬ 
ed, and that the settlers would readily lend their aid to the I ndians against 
the intruders." The concluding part of this very satisfactory document is 
worthy of attention. "Many of the settlers entertain the opinion that the 
informers of the secretary of war, are interested in their removal, and that 
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most of the I ndians who have co-operated with them have a similar inter¬ 
est. It is not difficult to imagine how the pecuniary interest of some might 
be advanced by the execution of the order, and so strange are the repre¬ 
sentations recited by the secretary in his letter of the 5th September to 
his excellency the governor, as having been made to the department, that 
I am not prepared to denounce the suspicion as groundless. That the facts, 
which have induced the cation of the executive branch of the federal gov¬ 
ernment, cannot be made manifest by proof, I do not question." 

Mr Austin himself, speaking of individuals whom he had subjected to 
his jurisdiction, states that "those persons have not taken possession of the 
cleared lands of the I ndians, yet they present the I ndians who are entitled 
to reservations (but have not located themselves) from settling where they 
had commenced building. I have determined to remove them forthwith 
from the nation, and to deliver their crops [this was the 8th J uly] to the 
chief of the town, and to burn their buildings." 

From the facts disclosed in these extracts, it seems to me there can be no 
difficulty in determining that the confidence of the president has been abused, 
and that the information upon which he has been induced to rely, in rela¬ 
tion to te character of the settlers, the condition of the I ndians, and in¬ 
trusions upon their improvements, is without any foundation. The deputy 
marshal himself has been guilty of more an greater outrages upon the set¬ 
tlers, than any which ne proved against them, as appears by the above 
statements. 

It is now generally admitted that an unprincipled speculation is the 
source from which all the troubles of the settlers have proceeded, and it is 
frimly believed that the chiefs have been induced to complain by being 
promised an interest in the operation. The individuals who are supposed 
to have originated the speculation do not reside in the ceded territory, and 
of course will experience none of the hardships of the contemplated re¬ 
moval. 

After the order of removal was published by the marshal, numerous and 
afflicting appeals, by the settlers, were made to the executive to interpose 
in their behalf, stating that they had been encouraged to make their settle¬ 
ment by the general policy which the government had adopted in relation 
to the public lands, by the express permission of the secretary of war, and 
by the laws of th State. Many of them affirmed that they never enter¬ 
tained the belief for a moment, that any attempt would be made to remove 
them, after the country was laid off into counties, and all the necessary of¬ 
ficers were appointed. I lost no time in endeavoring to quiet their appre¬ 
hension of informing them of the contents of my letter to the secretary 
of war, of th 26th August, and assuring them that I had every reason to 
believe they would be permitted to remain, if they did not interfere with 
the property of the I ndians. When the secretary's answer was received, 
however, I was painfully convinced that I been mistaken, and that the 
president was immovable in his purpose of expelling from the "ceded ter¬ 
ritory,” the entire body of white inhabitants. This conviction was in no 
degree weakened by the emphatic declaration of the secretary of war that 
the government has "a solemn duty to perform, which they cannot and 
will not neglect. 

At this time the greatest agitation existed in the new counties. Every 
where public meeting were called, at which strong but just views were 
taken of the incalculable injury, in which their removal would involve 
them. It was distinctly perceived, when the business of burning houses 
and delivering crops to the chiefs, should commence, that the exasperated 
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feelings of the people would urge them to stand by their wives, their chil¬ 
dren and their property, that bloodshed would be the inevitable conse¬ 
quence, and that many valuable lives would be lost. In the mean time, 
the troops of the United States had taken their position at Fort Mitchell, 
and active preparations were making to move in upon the settlers. At 
this period, apparently so gloomy, I issued a proclamation to the inhabi¬ 
tants of the new counties, herewith submitted, recommending an exhort¬ 
ing them to look with unshaken confidence to the law for protection, to 
submit to any process from the courts of the United States, and to abstain 
from all acts of unlawful violence toward the Indians. The civil officers 
were advised to issue, promptly, all necessary process for the apprehension 
of offenders, and the people generally were instructed to look to the courts 
as affording more certain protection than they could expect from a confus¬ 
ed and disorderly resort to their arms. 

This step had the effect, at once to quiet th minds of the citizens ; to 
inspire confidence in the efficacy of the laws, and to put a stop to the con - 
templated movement of the troops: thus affording a practical and impres¬ 
sive illustration of the great truths so often and so ably advocated by the 
president himself; that the constitution of the United States, and the con¬ 
stitutions and laws of the several States, as they are understood by the com¬ 
mon sense of mankind, are sufficient for any emergency, and that the laws 
in their usual and customary operation, will stay the hand of encroachment, 
in whichever quarter it may appear. 

All officers of th army are furnished with a perpetual order of congress 
to deliver up any officer or soldier, charged with an offence against the law 
of the State, and as long as this safeguard of civil liberty shall be respect¬ 
ed, no citizen need be alarmed for the security of his person or his pro¬ 
perty. 

Sincerely convinced, the president doubtless is of the propriety of the 
course he has adopted, and conscientious as he is admitted to be, in his 
views upon this subject, it may estimate of his character is not wholly er¬ 
roneous, he will never disregard the process of our courts. 

If the deputy marshal had confined himself to actual intruders; if he 
had sought to remove such persons only as had wantonly invaded the rights 
of the I ndians, no complaints would have been made. Though, accord¬ 
ing to strict law, he would, in these cases, have been a trespasser, yet his 
conduct would have been overlooked, or it would have been regarded as 
an irregularity, which, under peculiar circumstances, sometimes conduces 
to the good order of society. But this has not been the case. It seems 
that he put himself under the direction of some of the chiefs, and many 
are placed on the list of the proscribed, without being heard in their de¬ 
fence, who would be first to administer to the wants of the I ndians, and 
would be exemplary citizens in the best regulates society. 

The letter, which is transmitted, of the honorable P.T. Harris, together 
with the accompanying documents, shows that the grand jury of Russell 
county have returned a bill of indictment for murder against the soldiers 
and officers who were not concerned in the death of Hardeman Owen; that 
application in due form, was made to the commanding officer at Fort Mitch¬ 
ell to deliver them over to the civil authorities, which was rejected, that 
the officers and troops of the United States, at this post, have set our laws 
and our courts at defiance, and that the power of the county is not sufficient 
to arrest the offenders. Through full power is conferred on the executive, 
by the constitution , to call forth the militia in cases of this kind, yet sin¬ 
cerely desirous of avoiding collision with the government or any of its 
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officers, and not doubting that they would be ordered to be delivered up 
for trial, I have deemed it unncessary to take any other step, than trans¬ 
mit the dispatches to th war department for the consideration of the pre¬ 
sident which was done on the 23d ultimo. I regard this occurrence, at 
present, as an individual and temporary evasion of the process, and am con¬ 
fident that it will continue no longer than the necessary orders can be trans¬ 
mitted from Washington city. 

The lands owned by the general government, without the limits of several 
of the Western States, have been the source of difficulty and contention, 
and in some instances plausible arguments have been advanced in favor of 
the title of those States to the soil on the ground that such title is necessa¬ 
ry to the free exercise of jurisdiction. 

I do not concur in this doctrine, though I entertain the doubt, that the 
right to the soil is inferior to the right of jurisdiction, and that the former 
would have to yield to the latter, should circumstances render it necessary. 

It is undoubtedly proper that neither should be used to the detriment of the 
other. A State should give countenance to no course of legislation that 
would be injurious to the property of the general government, and that lat¬ 
ter is equally bound to make such use of the public lands as not to embar¬ 
rass or interfere with the jurisdiction of the former. 

Whether our citizens have wrongfully made their settlements in the 
Creek country, and whether Alabama can justify herself in exercising ju¬ 
risdiction by dividing it off into counties, are inquires which have an inti¬ 
mate connexion with the present controversy. 

The present administration having decided at an early period, that the 
intercourse act of 1802, could not be enforced in those States, which had 
extended their laws over the Indians, a large proportion of the population 
now proposed to be expelled had settled upon these lands previous to 
March, 1832, when the treaty was made. The treaty contains a stipula¬ 
tion for the benefit of these settlers, which secures to them the right to re¬ 
maining during that year, or "until their crops are gathered." It provides 
also that the lands shall be surveyed, "as soon as the same can be conven¬ 
iently done after the ratification of the treaty, and when the same is sur¬ 
veyed, to allow ninety principal chiefs of the Creek tribe to select one sec¬ 
tion each and every other head of the Creek Family to select one half section 
each.” The lands were not surveyed, and the selections made early as 
was anticipated, and in December, 1832, that the secretary of war, regard¬ 
ing the spirit and intention, rather than the strict letter of the treaty, ad¬ 
dressed to the colonel King, judge Clay and Samuel W. Mardis, Esp's. mem¬ 
bers of congress the following letter: 

Gentlemen- I n answer to your letter of the 6th instant, I have the honor 
to inform you that in the execution of the stipulations of the Creek treaty, 
it is certainly the wish of the government to avoid all unnecessary severity 
towards our citizens, who are located on any part of the ceded territory. 

It is the duty of the executive to preserve the public faith , and the fulfil on 
the part of the United States those compacts under which the I ndians ced¬ 
ed to us very important and valuable rights. It is to be hoped that every 
just citizen will feel and acknowledge the obligations of the government 
upon this subject, and will interpose no unnecessary difficulty in the execu¬ 
tion of this duty. Taking into view the facts that the season for agricul¬ 
tural labor will not arrive for some time, that the surveys are nearly com¬ 
pleted, and that as soon as they are received, the locations of the individual 
reservations will be made, and the tract selected for each will be assigned 
and delivered to him. I do not see that any injury would result to the I n- 
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dians, by permitting those persons who obtained peaceable possession of 
the land on which they live, and do not retain it to the exclusion of any- 
Indian justly entitled to it, to occupy those tracts till the several selections 
are made. If however, any of them are selected for the Indians, it will be 
expected that the occupants relinquish possession, within thirty days after 
such selection is made. This arrangement seems to me to be an equitable 
one, and I trust will be satisfactory to all persons interested in the subject. 

I hope further, that after the locations are made, quick possession will be 
relinquished to the I ndians, so that the government will not be compelled 
to resort for that purpose to measures which I am anxious to avoid. I n- 
structions will be given in conformity with these views.

Other letters to the same effect, were written at the same time, to the 
honorable Gabriel Moore, and to S. Williams, and to others in Pike county. 

When the selections are made, the treaty imposes no obligation on the 
government to remove any individual from the ceded territory, and it will 
then be in the situation of all other public lands. 

The permission to remain is given, on the condition there is to be no in¬ 
terference with Indian possessions, and if it be observed, the secretary of 
war admits that no "injury would result to the I ndians.' Nothing was 
more natural than the opinion which every one formed, that other persons, 
than those who had this express permission to remain, might safely move 
into the ceded territory provided they adhered to the rule laid down by the 
war department; and this express and implied permission furnishes at once 
the reason of so large a community being upon these lands. 

After the publication of those letters, no one, whatever his respect for 
the laws and for the rights of others, could have supposed he was doing 
wrong or violating any of the duties of a good citizen, by making a settle¬ 
ment in this part of the State. And it is submitted to the impartial judgment 
of all candid minds, whether the great body of the settlers have not been 
involved in their present difficulties without any fault on their part. 

When the act of the last session was passed, laying this country off into 
counties, the letters of the secretary of war were before the legislature.- 
Without this measure, the people would have been deprived of separate 
representation for the next six years, and it was obvious that our laws could 
not be made to operate with effect upon a population so large and so rapidly 
increasing. The policy and views of the administration in relation to the 
Indians were made known, and that act, while under consideration, was re¬ 
garded as being in strict accordance therewith. The treaty extinguished 
the I ndian title to the land and the I ndians had become citizens of the State 
and amendable to its laws by their own consent, thereby obviating all objec¬ 
tions growing out of our former relations with their people. All saw and 
acknowledged the necessary of the measure, and none objected to it. The 
general assembly were influenced in their course by consideration of public 
duty and public policy, and it certainly never entered the mind of any one 
that they were encroaching upon the property rights of the United States. 

It is difficult tot anticipate the effects that would result from the abolition 
of these counties. All criminals and persons indicted for offenses, will be 
discharged; all suits will be discontinued; the courts and all offices abolish¬ 
ed; officers will lose their places, and, in fine, such is the intimate connex¬ 
ion between these and the other counties of the State, that to destroy them, 
would embarrass and derange the administration of justice generally and 
introduce perplexing confusion through the whole machinery of the State 
government. 
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I come now, to examine the grounds upon which the secretary of war 
assumes the right to remove our citizens, by military force, from the land 
ceded by the treaty of March, 1832. The 5th article of the treaty provides 
that "all intruders upon the country hereby ceded shall be removed there¬ 
from , in the same manner as intruders may be removed by law from other 
public land, until the country is surveyed and the selection made." The 
'manner' it is contended is by military force as prescribed in the act of 
congress of the 3d March, 1807. That act, if it is interpreted literally, 
confers, I agree, upon the president, a discretionary power to employ mili¬ 
tary force for the repulsion of intruders from the public lands, and this con¬ 
struction might be insisted on with some color of propriety, if a mere ques¬ 
tion of property were depending between individuals. But this rule is not 
obligatory on the president. As the executive organ of the government 
he should give the law such construction as will in the best manner accom¬ 
plish its objects. This was, as all will admit to protect the public domain 
from injury, so as to enable the government to dispose of it at the highest 
price. It is impossible to conceive that any other considerations could have 
induced the passage. The fact that the president is invested with a discre¬ 
tion to expel intruders or not, as he may choose, furnishes conclusive evi¬ 
dence that congress did not intend to prohibit settlements on the public 
land, under all circumstances and in every possible case. If such had been 
their intention, no discretion would have been allowed, and the law would 
have been imperative in its terms. 

If, at the approaching session of congress, that body were ask of the 
executive to be informed, why the act of 1807, had not been put to force 
against intruders, his ready answer would be, that the settlers had not in - 
jured the public property, that, they had violated none of the rules and 
regulations made for the preservation and disposed of the territory of the 
United States, that they had set up no claim to the land, and there was no 
evidence that they intended to interfere with or in any manner oppose the 
views and policy of the government in relation to the public domain. He 
would show that the cultivation of the land enhanced its value, and that 
settlements for the purpose of cultivation had been encouraged by congress 
by a course of legislation of thirty years. 

If such would be his reply to congress, how can any other be made to 
the Creek chiefs, on their application for the expulsion of the settlers from 
the lands they had ceded. The cat of 1807, must be constructed without 
any reference to the treaty. The instrument cannot vary its meaning, nor 
confer on the president any new authority. He is bound to give the act 
now the interpretation by which he has always been governed; and if it 
was not his duty to evict the settlers heretofore, it seems to me that the 
conclusion cannot be evaded, that it is equally his duty now to distrust 
them. 

For the purpose of showing that other presidents have given to the act, 
the construction now contended for, the proclamation of Mr Madison has 
been referred to. That paper was issued to put down combinations then 
supposed to be forming by the settlers, to deter purchases from bidding 
for the public lands, in direct violation of law and in contravention of the 
settled policy of the government. This appears from the following extract 
of instructions from the secretary of war, dated 15th October, 1815- 
"They (the intruders) settle upon all the choice spots, and form combina¬ 
tions to deter purchasers from bidding for the lands so settled, and in that 
manner per acre.” The order contained in the proclamation was coun¬ 
termanded by an act of congress of March. 18161, giving the settlers per- 
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mission to remain, which was kept in force by other acts, until the lands 
were brought into the market in the year 1819. 

In my correspondence with the secretary of war, I did not deem it ne¬ 
cessary to inquire whether the act of 1807, could be enforced within the 
limits of a State. Subsequent, reflection has led me to the conclusion, that 
its operation was intended to be confined exclusively to the territories of 
the United States. 

As early as 1785, when colonel Harmar was engaged in remov- 
in intruders from the public lands in the western country, the commission¬ 
ers of I ndian affairs directed him to employ such military force as he might 
judge necessary in driving off persons attempting to settle on lands of 
the Untied States., "not within the limits of any particular State.” 

It is a principle recognized in all our institutions, on the observance of 
which the safety and security of the citizens depend, that the provisions of 
a law cannot be executed by any officer, when a fact is to be ascertained 
involving the rights of individual. In all such cases a judicial investi¬ 
gation is necessary. The intervention of the courts is indispensable, unless 
there is the same certainty that exists in executing civil or judicial process. 

The act of 1802, prohibiting settlements upon Indian lands, could be exe¬ 
cuted in this way, because no fact was to be ascertained. The boundaries 
of the country were as well known as those of a country, and the presence 
of a white man was legal proof that the law had been violated. 

I s this the case in those States where large bodies of the public land have 
been sold in several tracts, which lie in confusion with waste lands through¬ 
out an entire district? It is impossible that the marshal can distinguish 
them, without tracing lines, examining title papers, &c. and, in many in¬ 
stances, without entering into investigations quite as tedious perplexing 
as those which occur in actions of ejectment. 

If the construction which I have placed on the act of 1807, be admitted, 
there can be no objection to the treaty. Its provisions can be executed 
without difficulty and in strict conformity with our laws. But it is decid¬ 
ed otherwise, and if necessary, the settlers are to be removed by military 
force. Admitting, for the present, that the government have the right to 
remove intruders from the public land, I insist that so much of the 5th 
article of the treaty as stipulates for the eviction of the settlers from the 
Indian improvements, before the selections are made, and from the selec¬ 
tions after they are located, is an encroachment upon the ordinary and ac¬ 
knowledge jurisdiction of this State and ought not to be executed. 

Much argument will be saved in the discussion of this branch of the 
subject, by stating the positions which have been admitted by the president, 
and which, of course, are not debateable in this controversy. They are, 

1st. That a treaty with the Indians cannot, in any degree deprive a State 
of its jurisdiction. 

2d. That the right to extend our laws over the Indians previous to the 
extinguishment of title to their lands, was as full and complete as it can be 
afterwards. 

And 3d. That the I ndians were, when the treaty was made, citizens of 
Alabama and their persons and property subject to her laws. 

With these admissions it only remains to be proven, that the I ndian 
improvements are, and these reservations, when made, will be private pro¬ 
perty. The secretary of war in his letter of the 22d ultimo, seems to ad¬ 
mit that this will be the case with these selections, but insists that, until 
they are located, the Indian fields, &c. will be public land. An individual 
case will demonstrate, that this conclusion cannot be correct. A. B. the 
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head of the family, when the treaty was made, was in possession of a field of 
fifty acres including his cabins. By the terms of the treaty, the United 
States are to be survey the land, and to allow A. B. one section so as to include 
his improvements, now, is not this field as fully the private property of 
A. B. as it will be after the metes and bounds of his tract are designated? 

He does not known how much land he will be entitled to on the north or 
south of his field, but there is no certainty as to the field itself. 

But of these improvements be public land, that act of 1807 makes no 
exception in favor of the Indians, and they are equally liable with the 
white settlers to be expelled from the ceded territory. It is not material 
to inquire what kind of estate the I ndians have in their fields and improve¬ 
ments - it is sufficient that they have a property in the possession which, 
together with their persons, is subject exclusively to the laws of the State. 

There are several thousand heads of families in the situation of A. B. 
and the question is, shall the marshal take cognizance of the trespasses or 
supposed trespasses which may be committed on the property, or shall 
they be referred to the decision of our courts? 

The argument, which has been offered in favor of the jurisdiction of the 
State, has in view the protection of the Indians as well as the whites. 

The regulation or prevention of trespasses among the citizens of a State, 
does not belong to the general government, and certainly our courts are 
more competent to their investigation than the marshal. 

My views in relation to the I ndian tribes within the limits of this State 
have been too frequently expressed to require repetition. The policy of 
extending out laws over them until the title to their land should be extin¬ 
guished, I have always urged as unjust; and the failure of the government 
to comply with its obligations imposed by numerous treaties, at a period 
when their broken and dejected remnants of a once gallant and powerful 
nation stood in the greatest need of its protection, I have ever believed 
unworthy the magnanimity of the American republic. 

The Creek I ndians have now by their own consent freely and volunta¬ 
rily given, become citizens of Alabama, and influenced as I always have 
been, by feeling of consideration and humanity towards them, their secu¬ 
rity and comfort will continue to be objects of my anxious solicitude: and 
these cannot be better accomplished than by placing around and among 
them a community whose sympathies are in favor, and which would 
not fail to protect them against lawless aggression. I, like the I ndians, 
am convinced, that if the whole body of the settlers be removed, they will 
become victims of insatiable avarice; that their property will be wrest¬ 
ed from them by fraud, if not by violence, and that in a short while they 
will be without the means of subsistence. 

In my present controversy my situation has not been free from difficulty 
and embarrassment. Yielding as I had done, for the last ten years, a sincere 
and disinterested support to the distinguished citizen who now fills the 
presidency, it was with the utmost reluctance that I felt myself constrained 
to oppose the course he had adopted. The country, too, had but recently 
emerged from the gloom of a threatened conflict with a sister State, and it 
was foreseen that even a difference of opinions with the administration 
would tend to awaken the fears, and alarms the apprehensions of many 
good citizens. 

The suppression of the State government, or the maintenance of its 
laws in eight flourishing and populous counties, were the alternatives pre¬ 
sented, and I embraced that to which I was directed by the solemn obliga¬ 
tions I had assumed as the chief magistrate of one of the independent Sates 
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of this Union. Without resorting to force, which I cannot believe neces¬ 
sary, unless the process of our courts be altogether disregarded, I have 
maintained the integrity of these counties and kept the laws steadily inop¬ 
eration. 

While it is unnecessary to exhort you to do nothing that will compromit 
the dignity, honor or sovereignty of the State, I trust that a spirit of mild¬ 
ness and conciliation will preside over your deliberations on this delicate 
and interesting subject.

A committee on emancipation; consisting of Messrs Chamberlain, J ones 
of M. Pegues, Hall of A. Harkins, Collier and Brown of M. 

Mr J ackson presented the petition of sundry citizens of the town of Flor¬ 
ence praying the location of a branch of the bank of the State of Alabama 
at said town, which was read and referred to the committee on the State 
bank, to consider and report thereon. 

Accounts were presented by Mr Hill of H. of the sheriff of Henry coun¬ 
ty- by Mr Collier, of the sheriff of Washington county- by Mr Hudson, 
of the sheriff of Franklin county- by Mr Chamberlain, the account of Wil¬ 
liam M. Garrow, prosecuting attorney, which were severally read and re¬ 
ferred to the committee on accounts. 

Mr Speaker laid before the house, the record and proceedings of the cir¬ 
cuit cour of Madison county, exercising jurisdiction in chancery, in the 
case of Betsey Fellon against J ohn Fellon for divorce; the record of the 
circuit court of Tuscaloosa county, in the case of Martha Wright against Ed¬ 
win Wright for divorce; the record and proceedings of the circuit court of 
said county, in the case of Abraham Perkins against Diana Perkins for 
divorce, also, the record and proceeding of the circuit court of Madison 
county, in the case of Anna Sanders against William Sanders for divorce;

Mr Hallett presented the petition of sundry inhabitants (Creoles) of the 
county and city of Mobile, praying a repeal of the law, entitled "an act, 
to prevent the introduction of slaves into Alabama and for other purpo¬ 
ses” so far as they are concerned, which was read and referred to a select 
committee, consisting of messrs Hallett, Chamberlain and Ormond. 

Mr Hallett presented the petitions of John Bloodgood, Henry Bright 
Anitatia Andre and Romeo Andre, citizens of the city of Mobile, praying 
the passage of a law to emancipate certain slaves in said petitions named, 
which were severally read and referred to the committee on emancipation. 

On motion of Mr Rather, Resolved, That the committee on ways and 
means be instructed to inquire into the expediency of passing a law, au¬ 
thorsing the judges of the county courts and commissioners of roads and 
revenue to levy a county tax, not exceeding one hundred per cent, on the 
State tax, for county purposes, and report buy bill or otherwise.

with. 

On motion of Mr Fortson, Resolved, That the military committee be in¬ 
structed to inquire into the expediency of attaching the militia of the coun¬ 
ty of Sumpter to the sixth brigade of Alabama militia, with instruction to 
report by bill or otherwise. 

On motion of Mr Beene, Resolved, That the representatives of the 
counties of Dallas and Perry be constituted a committee to inquire into the 
expediency of establishing a branch of the bank of the State of Alabama in 
the county of Dallas, and report the result of their deliberations to this 
house. 

And then the house adjourned until to-morrow morning, 10 o'clock.

Resolved, That so much of the governor's message as relates to the 
compromise bill, which passed the last congress of the United States, mod¬ 
ifying the tariff laws, be referred to a select committee, whereupon, Messrs. 
Jackson, Hopkins, Porter, Creagh and Gayle were appointed said com¬ 
mittee. 

Resolved, That so much of the governor's message as relates to the pub¬ 
lic lands, be referred to a select committee; whereupon, messrs Lawson, 
Webster and Harris were appointed said committee. 

Resolved, That so much of the governor's message as relates to the set¬ 
tlers in the new counties in the Creek country, and the relations arising 
therefrom, between the state and general government, be referred to spe¬ 
cial committee: whereupon, Messrs Beene, Scott, Lee, Jackson, Horton, 
Bonham, Lawson, Ormond and Walker were appointed said committee. 

The house then proceeded to the consideration of the orders of the day. 

The joint memorial to the congress of the United States, in relation to 
the public lands, was read second time and referred to a select committee; 
consisting of Messrs Lawson, Ormond, Hudson and Stewart, to consider 
and report thereon. 

The bill entitled, an act to repeal an act entitled an act, to amend the sev¬ 
eral acts relating to the 16th sections, was read the second time and referred 
to the committee on education. 

The bill entitled, ana ct to amend an act, entitled an at for the relief of 
master builders and mechanics of the State of Alabama, passed J une 15th 
1821, was read a second time and referred to the judiciary committee. 

The bill entitled an act, to provide for the building a public jail and 
penitentiary house in this State, was read the second time and referred to 
the judiciary committee, to consider and report thereon. 

The bill entitled an act providing a more summary mode for the trial of 
persons charged with the commission of assault and battery, was read the 
second time and referred to a select committee, consisting of Messrs Nor¬ 
wood, Carmack, Webster and Harris, to consider and report thereon. 

And the House adjourned till to-morrow 10 o'clock, a.m.

To have received nine 
thousand seven hundred and fifty votes, he having received all the votes, 
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mr Speaker therefore, arose and announced, that J ohn Gayle, Esq. Was 
duly and constitutionally elected governor of the State of Alabama for the 
ensuing two years. And then the sent withdrew.

--quarter sections by the proper occupants, at the minimum price there¬ 
of, at the time of such entry : and the said memorial request a gradual re¬ 
duction of the minimum on all lands after the same may have been offered 

and remain unsold for the term of.years, and that such lands may be 

entered in forty acre tracts. 

And be it further resolved, That said committee be instructed to set 
forth in said memorial the expediency of so reducing the minimum price on 
such refuse lands to have been offered for sale for years past and still re¬ 
main unsold as will justify settlers to enter them for the use of timber &c. 
whereupon as ssrs Sanders of L. Webster, Hudson, Harris and Stewart 
were appointed said committee. 

Mr Harris introduced a bill, to be entitled an act, to repeal the 13th sec¬ 
tion of an act, entitled an act, concerning attachments, approved J anuary 
12th, 1833, which was read and ordered to a second reading. 

Mr Porter introduced a bill, to be entitled an act, concerning escheats, 
which was read and ordered to a second reading. 

The house then proceeded to the consideration of the orders of the day. 

The bill entitled an act for the relief of the tax collector of Tallapoosa coun¬ 
ty, was read the second time and referred to the committee on accounts. 

The bill, entitled an act, to establish an election precinct in Washington 
county, was read the second time and referred to the committee on privi¬ 
leges and elections to consider and report thereon. 

Mr Hudson moved the adoption of rule No. 44 introduced on yesterday: 
mr Brickell moved that it lie on the table, which was carried. 

The bill entitled an act to incorporate the Montgomery rail road compa¬ 
ny, was read the second time and referred to a select committee, consisting 
of messrs Scott, Ware, Porter, Jackson and Simmons. 

The bill entitled an act, to make provision for the people of the county 
of Dallas to locate permanently the seat of justice of said county, was read 
the second time and referred to the representatives of Dallas county to con¬ 
sider and report thereon. 

And then the house adjourned until to-morrow morning 10 o'clock.

On motion, Ordered, 
taht mr Lawson be added to the committee on lands appropriated for in¬ 
ternal improvement. On motion, Ordered, that mr Webster be added to 
the committee on accounts. On motion, Ordered, that mr Houston be 
added to the committee on roads, bridges and ferries. On motion, Order¬ 
ed, that mr McDavid be added to the committee on inland navigation. 
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A message was received from the senate by mr Connor: mr Speaker- 
The senate have adopted the following resolution: Resolved, That a com¬ 
mittee be appointed on the part of the senate to act jointly with such com¬ 
mittee as may be appointed on the part of the house of representatives, to 
wait on his excellency, John Gayle, and inform him of his election to the 
office of Governor of the State of Alabama, and that said committee ascer¬ 
tain and report, when it will suit his convenience to take the oaths of office, 
and have appointed on their part, messrs McVay, Lyon and Lane, in which 
they ask the concurrence of the house of representatives-in which reso¬ 
lution the house concurred: whereupon, messrs Rather, Davis and Fort- 
son were appointed said committee. Ordered, that the clerk acquaint the 
senate therewith. 

Mr Rather presented the petition of James B. McLosky, administrator of 
the estate of Jeremiah Hood, deceased, late of Morgan county, praying 
the passage of a law to authorize the transfer of a certain land certificate 
therein named, which was read and referred to the judiciary committee, to 
consider and report thereon. 

Mr Scott presented the petition of sundry inhabitants of Lowndes 
county, praying that an election precinct be established at the store 
house of James M. Howard in said county, which was read and re¬ 
ferred to the committee on privileges and elections. 

Mr Sanders of D. presented the petition of sundry inhabitants of the 
lower part of Dallas county, praying that the ferry established across the 
Alabama river, at the moth of Short's creek, may not be discontinued, 
which was read and referred to the representation of Dallas county. 

Mr Hudson presented the petition of the president, directors and com¬ 
pany of the Tuscumbia, Courtland and Decatur railroad company, asking 
permission to run the rail road over a certain quarter section of land free of 
expense, which was read and referred to a select committee; whereupon, 
messrs Hudson, McRae and Musgrove were appointed said committee. 

Mr Porter presented the account of the sheriff of Monre county-mr 
Creagh, of the jailer of Clerk county-mr Sumners, of J ames H. Gorman 
of Autauga county; they were severally read and referred to the commit¬ 
tee on accounts, to consider and report thereon. 

Mr Speaker laid before the house the report of the commissioners ap¬ 
pointed to examine the branch of the bank of the State of Alabama located at 
Decatur, which was read. Ordered, that said report lie on the table. 

Mr Speaker laid before the house a communication from the president 
and cashier of the branch of the bank of the State of Alabama, located at 
the city of Mobile. Ordered, that said communication lie on the table. 

Mr Speaker laid before the house a communication from the comptroll¬ 
er of public accounts, showing the disbursements of the contingent fund. 

Ordered, that the communication together with the accompanying docu¬ 
ment lie on the table, and that one hundred copies thereof be printed for 
the use of the house. 

Mr Hopkins made the following report: 

The J udiciary committee to which was referred the petition of George Simmons administra¬ 
tor of William C. Allen, deceased, and others, and that of Susanna J ackson, has instructed me to 
report, that the object of the first petition is to obtain the enactment of a statute to authorize the 
administrator to sell and convey "a tract of land” which descended from William C. Allen 
upon his death to his heirs, who were all infants under the age of twenty one years. The peti¬ 
tion does not show when William C. Allen died, if it occurred after the passage of the act of 
1822, which gives power to the county court of the proper county to decree, that the real es¬ 
tate of any testator or intestate shall be sold upon the application of the executor or adminis- 



trator, and satisfactory proof made by him to the court, that such estate cannot be equally and 
benficially divided among the heirs or devisees. The object of the petitioners can be attained 
by an order of the county court of the county which granted the letters of administration to G. 
Simmons. The right to an inheritance, in the case supposed, is acquired by heirs or devisees 
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subject to this power in the county courts, the exercise of which would deprive them of the ti¬ 
tle to the real estate, that had descended upon, or been devised to them and given them a right 
to the money for which the estate should be sold. 

If Allen died before the enactment of the statute, which has been referred to, the relief sought 
can be obtained in a court of chancery only; such a court has power to change the nature of the 
estates of infants, or to order their lands to be sold, and the proceeds of the sale invested in the 
purchase, for them, of other lands. This power is always exercises, when it is shewn that an 
infant's interest requires it, and subject to it, all infants take and hold inheritances, but after the 
rights of infants have vested, the legislature has no power to authorize a conveyance of them 
to others, and as they are legally incapable of giving their consent to any such conveyance, 
an act of the General Assembly directing their real estate to be sold, would be as void as a stat¬ 
ute would be, which ordered the land of a person over the age of twenty-one years to be sold 
without his consent. Sales in such cases upon legislative enactments, would be of lawsuits in¬ 
stead of lands. If the value of the estate should increase after the sale, it must be expected, 
that the proprietor when he ceased to be an infant, would assert his right to it; if he should do 
so, the result must be, that he would recover it, and the purchaser be left without any other right 
from the transaction, than to a just bur fruitless complaint against the act which deceived him. 

From the petition alone of Susanna J ackson, it appears, that she applies to the legislature for 
authority to sell her own land, but from information received from other sources, the land embra¬ 
ced by her petition, belongs doubt sell to the estate of her deceased, husband, whose heirs are 
all infants- here case, therefore, is within the principles which apply to others. 

I n which the committee ask the concurrence of the house. Mr J ackson 
moved that the report lie on the table, which was lost.- Yeas 15, Nays 49. 

The yeas and nays being desired, those who voted in the affirmative, are Messrs 
Beene, Brown of M. Davis, Farrar, Gayle, Harkins, Hollis, Hudson, J ackson, Na¬ 
bors, Rather, Sanders of L. Taylor and Ware. 

Those who voted in the negative, are Messrs Speaker, Armbrister, Brown of J. 

Barron, Bonham, Bowin, Brickell, Carithers, Carmack, Chamberlain, Creagh, 

Evans, Fleming, Fortson, Gardner, Hall of A. Hall of B. Hallett, Harris, Hall of H 
and D. Hill of S. Hopkins, Horton, Houston, J ohnson, J ones of M. J ones of T. Law- 
son, Lee, McDavid, McRae, Miree, Morrisett, Musgrove, Norwood, Ormond, Pe- 
gues, Porter, Rains, Salter, Sanders of D. Scott, Simmons, Stewart, Sumners, Wal¬ 
ker, Webster, M.D. Williams and T. Williams. 

The question was to concur in the report, and carried. Yeas 56, Nays 5.

Carith¬ 
ers, Carmack, Chamberlain, Collier, Creagh, Evans, Fleming, Gardner, Gayle, 

Harkins, Hall of A. Hall of B. Hallett, Harris, Hill of H. and D. Hill of S. Hopkins 
Horton, Houston, Hudson J ackson, J ohnson, J ones of M. J ones of T. Lawson, Lee, 

McDavid, McRae, Miree, Morrisette, Musgrove, Nabors, Norwood, Ormond, Pe- 
gues, Porter, Rains, Salter, Sanders of D. Scott, Simmons, Stewart, Sumners, Wal¬ 
ker, Ware, Webster, M.D. Williams and T. Williams. 

Those who voted in the negative, are Messrs Brown of M. Farrar, Hollis, San¬ 
ders of L. and Taylor. 

Mr Brown, of Jefferson, made the following report: The committee on privileges and elec¬ 
tions, to which ws referred the credentials of Elijah Price, who claims a seat in this House as a 
Representative from the county of Sumpter, have carefully investigated the subject submitted 
to them and have directed me to report, that they find that the county of Sumpter was created 
by au act for the General Assembly of the State of Alabama, passed the 13th December, 1833, 
out of a portion of the lands ceded by the Choctaw nation of Indians to the United States and 
within the State of Alabama, and that the territory which composes it never before belonged to 
any other county in this State. 

They further find, that the said county was organized by another act, passed J anuary 12th 
1833 which establishes a court house in said county and provides for the election of a sheriff 



clerks, &c; that a judge of the county court has been elected; circuit and county courts establi¬ 
shed as well as a court of revenue roads &c that election precincts have been established 
by law in said county, and that taxes have been assessed and collected therein. 

Your committee further find that the census of said county has been taken, buy that the same 
has not yet been returned to the office of the Secretary of State, but from secondary evidence 
adduced before, them they are satisfied that the population of said county exceeds six thousand 
and is, perhaps, over seven thousand souls, a majority of whom are whites, and they are well swat- 
isfied, that the county did contain, in August last, far more white inabitants than are necessary 
for one representative by the existing ratio. 

They find further, that in August last, an election was held under the constitution for a repre¬ 
sentative for said county, and that Elijah Price was duly elected. 

They are informed, that at said election, 450 votes were given for a representative, of 
which Mr Price received 377. They find that his election was duly held in the mode prescri¬ 
bed by the laws and constitution and regularly conducted. They have likewiss ascer¬ 
tained that the portion of the Choctaw nation within this State, which was by law annex¬ 
ed to the counties of Pickens and Washington voted with said counties respectively. Your 
committee however, find that no apportionment was ever made by which the county of 
Sumpter was allowed a representative, and no law passed, specially, directing an election 
for one. 

Upon these facts, the question has arised, is the member elect entitled to the seat he claims, 
and is the county of Sumpter entitled to a representative? 
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Your committee have weighed this question with some care, and are of opinion, that under 
the proviso in the 9th section of the 3d article of the constitution, the county of Sumpter is en¬ 
titled at this time, to one representative, and that there is nothing in said constitution 
which is applicable to a county situated at Sumpter is to defeat that right. Your committee are 
further of opinion, that in this case, the laws which have been passed are sufficient to enable the 
people of Sumpter county properly to assert this constitutional right at this time. 

Your committee have searched the proceedings which have been heretofore had in this gen¬ 
eral assembly, for precedents applicable to this case- they have not found any precisely in 
point. They have examined, however, the case of the senator and representatives of Jackson 
county, elected in 1820, being the one most similar to this, and as far as it can operate as a pre¬ 
cedent, they believe at favorable to the decision now made by the committee. 

Your committee, therefore, respectfully submit the following resolution: 

Resolved, that the county of Sumpter is duly entitled at this time to be represented by one 
representative, and that Elijah Price is duly entitled to take his seat in this house as a repre¬ 
sentative from said county. 

Mr Brown of J. moved that the further consideration of the report and 
resolution be postponed until Tuesday next, which was agreed to. 

On motion of mr Brown of J: Resolved, That mr Elijah Price, the 
member returned from the county of Sumpter, be admitted on Tuesday 
next, at the hour of 11 o'clock, A.M. to appear by himself or counseling, in 
support of his right to a seat in this house. 

Mr Hill of S. from the select committee, to which was referred the bill 
entitled "an act to provide further for taking the census of Coosa county,” 
reported the same without amendment, and the rule requiring bills to be 
read on three several days, being dispensed with, it was considered as en¬ 
grossed and read the third time forthwith and passed. Ordered, that the 
title be as aforesaid: Ordered, that the same be sent to the senate for their 
concurrence. 

On motion of mr Fleming: Resolved, That the committee on the State 
Bank be instructed to inquire into the expediency of establishing a branch 
of the bank of the State of Alabama, in the town of Huntsville, with leave 
to report by bill or otherwise. 

On motion of mr Hall of B: Resolved, That the committee on inland 
navigation, be instructed to inquire into the expediency of passing a law to 
incorporate a company to establish a rail road from Mobile to Vicksburg on 
the Mississippi river, with leave to report by bill or otherwise. 

On motion of mr Houston: Resolved, That the committee on proposi¬ 
tions and grievances, be instructed to inquire into the expediency of me¬ 
morializing congress on the propriety of establishing a pension office in 
North Alabama. 

On motion of mr Ware: Resolved, That the judicial committee be 
instructed to inquire into the expediency of altering the law now in force, 
in regard to the time that administrators and executors are compelled to 
return insolvent estates, as such, and that they have leave to report by bill 
or otherwise. 

On motion of mr Carmack: Resolved, That the judiciary committee be 
instructed to inquire into the expediency of so amending the usary law of 
this State, as to compel the markers or assigners of usurious bonds or notes 
to pay the sums thus borrowed with lawful interest thereon, with leave to 
report by bill or otherwise. 

On motion of mr Morrisett: Resolved, That the judiciary committee 
be instructed to take into consideration, the recent destruction of the court 
house of Monroe county and the loss of records which has therebly en¬ 
sued, and so frame a bill, authorizing the appointment of a sufficient num- 



ber of commissioners to take testimony, and to re-instate all judgments, 
records and papers; and further, to authorize the judge of the county court 
to compel a new settlement of estates, wherein the evidence of the same 
shall have been destroyed. 

Mr Brown of J. introduced a bill to be entitled an act to provide for the 
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payment of grand and petit jurors in J efferson county, which was read and 
ordered to a second reading. 

On motion of mr Ormond: Resolved, That the committee on lands ap¬ 
propriated for internal improvement, be instructed to inquire into the expe¬ 
diency of passing law to authorize the entry of lands, which have been 
advertised for sale and not sold for want of bidders. 

Mr Rather made the following report: The joint committee of the two 
houses, appointed to wait on the governor elect, and inform him that 
he is elected governor of the State of Alabama, and to ask him when it 
will be convenient for him to be inaugurated, have performed that duty, 
and received for answer, that he will take the oaths of office on 
Thursday next, at the hour of 12 o'clock: Ordered, that the report lie on 
the table. 

Mr Carmack, introduce a bill, to be entitled an at, to secure the pay¬ 
ment of costs and prevent malicious law suits, which was read and or¬ 
dered to a second reading. 

Mr McRae introduced a bill, to be entitled an act, to regulate the duty of 
the register of the land office at Courtland, which was read and ordered to 
a second reading. 

On motion of mr Fleming: Resolved, That this house will proceed 
forthwith to elect a committee to consist of three members, to act with the 
committee that may be elected the part of the senate, to examine the 
Bank of the State of Alabama. The house then proceeded to the election 
of said committee. Messrs Hallett, J ackson, Beene, Ormond and Flem¬ 
ing being in nomination. Messrs J ackson, Ormond and Hallett having re¬ 
ceived a majority of votes; mr Speaker, therefore, declared them duly 
elected the committee to examine the affairs of the Bank of the State of 
Alabama. 

The house then proceeded to the consideration of the orders of the day. 

The engrossed joint memorial to the congress of the United States in 
relation to the public lands, was read the third time and passed: Ordered, 
that the title be as aforesaid: Ordered, that the same be sent to the senate 
for their concurrence. 

The bill entitled an act, permanently to locate the seat of justice in the 
county of Talladega, was read the second time and referred to the commit¬ 
tee on propositions and grievances. 

The bill entitled an at, specifying the distance of residence from the 
seat of justice, that the judge of the county court of St. Clair county may 
reside, was read the second time and ordered to be engrossed for a third 
reading. 

The bill entitled an act, to repeal in part an act now in force, con¬ 
fining the collecting of debts before a justice of the peace, in the beat where 
the contract was made, was read the second time: mr Brown of J. moved 
to strike out the 2d section of the bill, which was carried: mr Jackson mov¬ 
ed that the bill be referred to the judiciary committee, with instructions 
to inquire into the expediency of enacting a general law on the subject, 
which was carried. 

Bills of the following titles, to wit: An act to repeal the 13th section 
of an act, entitled an at concerning attachments, approved J anuary 12th 
1833. An act concerning escheats; and an act to authorize one justice of 
the peace to take probate of deeds of relinquishment of dower; were sev¬ 
erally read the second time and referred to the judiciary committee. 

On motion of mr Rather: Resolved, That the Reverend A. Woods, 
be invited to attend in the house of representatives on Thursday next, at 
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the hour of 12 o'clock, for the purpose of officiating as chaplain at the in¬ 
stallation of the governor. 

Mr Lawson introduced a bill to be entitled an act, to incorporate the 
town of Moulton, in the county of Lawrence, which was read and ordered 
to a second reading. 

And then the house adjourned until Monday morning 10 o'clock. 

Monday, November 25, 1833.—Mr Hopkins presented the petition 
of sundry inhabitants of Madison county, praying the passage of a law to 
incorporate a turnpike company in said county, which was read and refer¬ 
red to the representation of said county, to consider and report thereon. 

Mr Speaker laid before the horse, the record and proceedings of the 
circuit court of Wilcox county, exercising jurisdiction in chancery, in the 
case of J ames Luke against Mary Lake for divorce, which was read and 
referred to the committee on divorce an alimony, to consider and report 
thereon. 

Mr Chamberlain presented to the petition of the stockholders of the bank 
of Mobile, praying the passage of an act to extend the continuance of the 
present charter, of said bank for the term of twenty years, after the expira- 
ion and determination of the present charter, and to authorize the capital 
rock thereof to be increased which was read and referred to the commit¬ 
tee on the State Bank, to consider and report thereon. 

Mr Chamberlain presented the petition of sundry citizens of the city of 
Mobile on the same subject, which was real and referred to the same com¬ 
mittee, to consider and report thereon. 

Mr Rains presented the petition of sundry inhabitants of Maringo coun¬ 
ty on the same subject, which was read and referred to the same commit- 
ee, to consider and report thereon. 

Mr Houston, from the committee on roads, bridges and ferries, to which 
was referred the petition of sundry citizens of Tuscaloosa county, praying 
the passage of a law, granting Benjamin T. Pierce a ferry across North 
river on Cribb's road, reported it inexpedient to legislate on the subject, in- 
as much as they believe the county court has full power to grant the prayer 
of the petitioners; in which report the house concurred. 

Mr Beene, from the section committee to which was referred a resolution 
to inquire into the expediency of establishing a branch of the bank of the 
State of Alabama, in the county of Dallas, reported a bill to be entitled an 
act, to establish a branch of the bank of the State of Alabama, in the coun¬ 
ty of Dallas, which was read the first time; mr J ackson moved that the bill 
lie on the table, which was carried. 

Samuel C. Oliver, a representative from the county of Montgomery, ap¬ 
peared in the hall of the house of representatives, was qualified and took 
his seat. 

Mr Hallett, from the select committee, to which was referred the peti¬ 
tion of Faustin Collins and others, reported a bill to be entitled an act, to 
authorize the read and ordered to a second reading. 

Mr Hall of B. from the committee on roads, bridges and ferries, to 
which was referred the resolution instructing them to inquire into the ex¬ 
pediency of changing the mode of trying overseers of roads, and also of 
changing the mode of contracting for timber, reported a bill to be entitled 
an act, to provide for compensation to persons whose timber or other ma¬ 
terials have been employed for the use of the public roads, and for the trial 
of defaulting overseers; which was read and ordered to a second reading. 

Mr Gayle, from the select committee, to which was referred the petition 
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of J ohn Fanning and others of Dallas county, praying the repeal of the 
law establishing a certain ferry on the Alabama river therein named, and 
the petition of Leonard Abercrombie and others, praying the continuance 
of said ferry by law, reported a bill to be entitled an act, to repeal an act 
therein mentioned, which was read the first time; mr Sanders of D. moved 
that the bill lie on the table, which was carried. 

Mr Hall of B. introduced a bill to be entitled an act, to exempt fifty 
head of cattle from taxation and for other purposes, which was read and 
ordered to a second reading. 

Mr M. D. Williams introduced a bill to be entitled an act, to secure to 
the University of the State of Alabama, the nett proceeds arising from the 
funds of the University, which are vested in the Bank of the State of Al¬ 
abama, which was read and ordered to a second reading. 

On motion of mr Porter: Resolved, That the judiciary committee be 
instructed to inquire into the necessity of establishing a separate court of 
chancery for the State of Alabama, with leave to report by bill or otherwise. 

Mr Rains introduced a bill to be entitled an act, to incorporate the De- 
mopolis rail road company, which was read and ordered to a second read¬ 
ing. 

The house then proceeded to the consideration of the orders of the day. 

Bills of the following titles, to wit: An act to provide for the payment 
of grand and petit jurors in J efferson county ; and an act to incorporate the 
town of Moulton, in the county of Lawrence, were severally read the se¬ 
cond time and ordered to be engrossed for a third reading. 

The bill entitled an act, to secure the payment of costs and to prevent 
malicious law suits, was read a second time and referred to the judiciary 
committee. 

The bill entitled an act, to regulate the duty of the register of the land 
office at Courtland, was read the second time and referred to a select com¬ 
mittee; consisting of messrs McRae, Lawson and Harkins, to consider and 
report thereon. 

The engrossed bill, entitled an act, specifying the distance of residence 
from the seat of justice, that the judge of the county court of St. Clair 
county may reside, was read the third time and passed: Ordered, that the 
title be as aforesaid. Ordered, that the same be sent to the senate for 
their concurrence. 

Mr Hill of S. introduced a bill to be entitled an act, to organize the 
county of Coosa, which was read and ordered to a second reading. 

Mr Hall of A introduced a bill to be entitled an act, to compensate the 
commissioners of roads and revenue in the county therein named; which 
was read and ordered to a second reading. 

Mr Hallett presented the report of the commissioners appointed to ex¬ 
amine the branch of the bank of the State of Alabama at Mobile, which 
was read : Ordered, that said report lie on the table. 

Mr Hallett then called up the several reports made by the commissioners 
appointed to examine the Bank of the State of Alabama and its several 
branches; Mr Hallett moved that five hundred copies of each report, and 
the documents accompanying the report from the Mobile branch bank, be 
printed for the use of the general assembly, which was carried. 

And then the house adjourned till to-morrow morning 10 o'clock. 

Tuesday, November 26th, 1833.—Mr Farrar presented the petition of 
sundry inhabitants of St. Clair county, praying to discontinue and estab¬ 
lish an election precinct therein named, which was read and referred to 
the committee on privileges and elections. 
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On motion of mr Evans, Resolved, That committee on priveleges 
and elections be instruced to inquire into the expediency of establishing 
an election precinct at the house of Bird Fitzpatrick in Macon county. 

Mr Harris presented the petition of sundry inhabitants of Limestone 
county, praying that the election precinct establish the house of Ed¬ 
mund Strange be discountinued, and that an election precinct be established 
at the house of J ames R. J ones; which was read and referred to the com¬ 
mittee on priviles and elections. 

Mr Davis presented the account of Robert Parker, sheriff of Bibb coun¬ 
ty, which was read and referred to the committee on accounts. 

Mr Chamberlain presented the memorial of Benjamin Tardy, captain of 
the Perseverance Fire Engine, No. 1 of the city of Mobile, praying that 
said company may enjoy such privileges as the members of Neptune Fire 
Engine No.2, of said city, which was read and referred to a select com¬ 
mittee; whereupon, messrs Chamberlain, Hallett and Rains were appointed 
said committee. 

On motion of mr Hill of H. and D. Resolved, That the judiciary com¬ 
mittee be instructed to inquire into the expediency of so amending our laws 
which now relate to the trial of cases for forcible entry and detainer, so 
as, that the same, when removed from a magistrates court by writ of cer¬ 
tiorari, or otherwise, may be tried in the circuit court to which it may be re¬ 
moved, upon its merits, with leave to report by bill or otherwise. 

Mr Carithers presented the account of William A. Scott, late sheriff of 
Jefferson county, which was read and referred to the committee on accounts 
to consider and report thereon. 

Mr Ware presented the petition of sundry inhabitants of the counties of 
Montgomery and Autauga, praying the passage of a law to build a toll bridge 
across the Coosa river, at the town of Wetumpka ; which was read and re¬ 
ferred to the committee on roads, bridges and ferries, to consider and re¬ 
port thereon. 

Mr Hopkins from the judiciary committee, to which was referred a re¬ 
solution, that instructed the committee to inquire into the expediency of 
enacting a statute to authorize the examination of parties to suits at common 
law, reported a bill to be entitled an act, to permit the examination of par¬ 
ties to suit at common law, which was read and ordered to a second reading 

On motion of Mr Hall of B. Resolved, That the committee on the State 
Bank, be instructed to inquire into the expediency of establishing a branch 
of the bank of the State of Alabama, with a capital of two hundred and 
fifty thousand dollars, to be located at the town of Blakely, in Baldwin 
county. 

On motion of Mr Rains, Resolved That the committee on the State 
Bank, be instructed to inquire into the expediency of establishing a branch 
of the bank of the State of Alabama, at the town of Demopolis in the 
county of Marengo. 

On motion of mr M. D. Williams, Resolved, That the committee on in¬ 
land navigation, be instructed to inquire, if any, and what provisions are 
necessary to be made for obtaining correct knowledge of the several objects 
proper for improvement, in relation to the navigable waters, and to the 
roads in this State, and for making a systematic and economical application 
of the means appropriated to these objects in conformity to the 6th article 
and 21st section of the constitution of the State of Alabama; with leave to 
report by bill or otherwise.

The bill, entitled an act, to incorporate the town of Oakville in the coun¬ 
ty of Lawrence, was read the second time; mr Stewart moved to amend it, 
by striking out the word "February" to insert the word "may" which was 
adopted; it was ordered to be engrossed for a third reading. 

The bill, entitled an act, to lay off a beat in that part of the Choctaw 
country, west of the Tombeckbee river and lying in the limits of Pickens 
county, was read the second time and referred to the military committee. 

On motion of mr Hill of S. it was resolved, that the committee on the 
military be instructed to inquire into the expediency of organizing the 
militia in all the new counties in this State, with instructions to report 
by bill or otherwise: 

Mr Bonham made the following report: The committee, appointed to 
wait on his excellency and ask for a copy of his inaugural address, have per¬ 
formed the duty assigned them and beg leave to present the document de¬ 
sired. Ordered, that the report lie on the table. 

The following is a copy of the address: 
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Gentlemen of the Senate and of the House of Representatives: 

Called a second time, by the suffrages of a free people, to exercise the functions 
of their chief magistrate, I cannot permit an occasion so appropriate to pass, with¬ 
out acknowledging the deep sense of obligation with which I am impressed, by this 
renewed evidence of their confidence and partiality. 

I again enter upon the duties of this station, with a diffidence in no degree dimin¬ 
ished by past experience, and I bespeak a continuance of the liberal indulgence and 
generous support, by which I have been heretofore sustained. 

The dangers to which our complex , but wise and happy form of government is ex¬ 
posed, are consolidation on one hand and disunion on the other. They are equally 
to be deprecated, because they are alike subversive of national independence, and of 
civil liberty. Into whichever of these extremes our system may be carried by mad 
ambition or reckless licentiousness, it will inevitably be lost in hopeless despotism. 

Solemnly and deeply penetrated with this conviction, our republican ancestors— 
the fathers of the constitution , have recorded their impressive warnings against the 
dangers of factions opposition to laws, and of claiming by construction, powers not 
granted in the compact which formed the union of the States. We should receive 
them as the admonitions of wisdom, of experience and truth. 

The great objects in forming the Union, were protection against foreign aggression 
and the regulation of our intercourse with foreign nations. With few exceptions all 
the other rights of independent government were reserved to the States. 

The constitution has secured, with the utmost caution, to the States, the right to 
manage their internal concerns, and the preservation of this right has ever been 
deemed, as it undoubtedly is, indispensable to the liberty and security of the people. 

"I recollect,” says Mr. Jefferson, no case where a question simply between the 
citizens of the same State, has been transferred to the foreign department, except 
that of inhibiting tenders but of metalic money , and expose facto ligislation." 

The power to regulate the conduct of our citizens, in their intercourse with each 
other; to make laws for the government of their persons, and for the protection and 
security of their lives, liberty, property and reputation, have never been conceded 
to the general government, but were reserved to the States or to the people. 

These constitute the essential features of State sovereignty and independence, so 
jealously guarded when the constitution was framed, and any attempt to interfere 
with them, beyond a few specified exceptions, should be regarded as an encroach¬ 
ment of dangerous tendency, and subversive of the ends and purposes of our free 
institutions. Take these powers from the States, and the right of trial by jury that 
inestimable heritage of freedom, that invincible safeguard of human liberty, would 
soon become an inconvenient and useless institution. 

In the recent controversy with the Executive of the United States, I felt myself 
constrained to defend the rights and to maintain the principles to which I have ad¬ 
verted, high and solemn obligations of official duty ; and the reflection, that, 
as yet, these objects have been accomplished, against appearances so imposing, by 
the peaceful agency of our laws and our courts, cannot fail to inspire confidence in 
the permanency of the government, and to dispel the apprehensions of those who 
have supposed that it would turn out a splendid, but unsuccessful experiment. 

The order of the Secretary of War, found thirty thousand of our people upon 
the lands ceded by the Creek I ndians, who had been induced to remain, after De¬ 
cember last, and to move into the country, by the thrice written promise of that of¬ 
ficer, that they would not be disturbed until the Indian reservations were located. 

The time selected for their removal was in the dead of winter, and if the order had 
been carried into effect, there would have been exhibited a spectacle of human suf¬ 
fering and of unprovoked cruelty, that has never been exhibited in a country claim¬ 
ing to be free. 

I n order to execute this measure, power is claimed to suppress, by military force 
the government of the State in eight of its counties, to regulate, at the point of the 



bayonet, trespasses by our citizens on the possessions of each other, and in effect to 
establish military tribunals as substitutes for our courts. This unconstitutional inva¬ 
sion of State sovereignty is pretended to be authorized by an act of congress, of 
March, 1807, which was never intended to be enforced, and cannot be executed 
where the laws of a State are in operation, without interfering with its rightful juris¬ 
diction. 

To prevent the degradation to which this encroachment would have subjected 
Alabama, and to avert from our citizens the overwhelming calamity with which they 
were threatened, I claimed for them the humble, though consecrated privilege of 
having their rights investigated by the proper judicial tribunals,

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If there is a feature in our government, which claims for this country the proud 
designation of "the land of liberty," It is that which prevents the citizen from being 
deprived of his life, liberty or property "without due process of law,” All must 
perceive that this gives our system its republican character, and that without it, it 
would become an unmitigated despotism, Overlooking all personal and party con¬ 
siderations, my efforts have been directed to the preservation of this vital principle 
of Liberty—and to the maintenance of the honor, dignity and just rights of the State. 
These constitute the sacred trust which I will never voluntarily surrender, and I 
hereby pledge myself, before the representatives of the people, to restore it unim¬ 
paired to the power which conferred it as far as sleepless vigilance, untiring zeal 
and very humble abilities will permit me. 

And then the house adjourned until 3 o'clock this evening.

On motion of mr Carmack: It was resolved, That the committee on 
inland navigation be instructed to inquire into the expediency of appro¬ 
priating a part of the three per cent fund, for the purpose of erecting a 
bridge over Shoal creek, in the county of Lauderdale , on the military and 
stage road, leading from Florence to Nashville, Tennessee. 

On motion of mr McDavid : It was resolved, That the committee on 
inland navigation, be instructed to inquire into the expediency of appropria¬ 
ting the sum of dollars out of the three per cent fund, to the 

improvement of the navigation of Paint Rock river, with leave to report 
by bill or otherwise. 

Mr Johnson presented the petition of the merchants and others of the 
town of Florence, praying that a branch of the bank of the State be located 
at said town, which was read and referred to the committee on the State 
Bank. 

On motion of mr Keener: It was resolved, That the committee on 
inland navigation, be instructed to inquire into the expediency of appropri¬ 
ating a portion of the three per cent fund, for the purpose of opening a road 
from Monticello in Pike county, by way of Clayton in Barbour county, to 
the west end of the bridge across Chattahooche, opposite Columbus in 
Russell county, with leave to report by bill or otherwise. 

On motion of mr Musgrove: It was resolved, That the committee on 
inland navigation, be instructed to inquire into the expediency of appropri 
nating dollars of the three per cent fund, for the improvement 

of the Black Warrior river above the town of Tuscaloosa, to where Stout's 
turnpike road crosses the same, at the place commonly called Baltimore, 
with leave to report by bill or otherwise. 

On motion of mr Lee: It was resolved , That the senate be informed 
that the house of representatives is now ready to receive them in the re- 



presentative hall, for the purpose of going into the election of a solicitor 
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of the 8th judicial circuit, and judges of the county courts of Bibb and 
Lawrence counties. Ordered, that the clerk acquaint the senate therewith. 

The senate having repaired to the hall of the house of representatives 
and taken there seats, the two houses then proceeded to the election of a 
solicitor of the 8th judicial circuit. William D. Pickett alone being in 
nomination.

Monday, December 2, 1833.—Mr Rather presented the report of the 
quarter master general, which was read and referred to the military com¬ 
mittee. 



Ordered, That mr Price be added to the committee on privileges and 
elections.

Mr Price presented the petition of sundry inhabitants of Greene and 
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Sumpter counties, praying that John Mangon may have established a ferry 
across the Tombeckbee river at J ones' Bluff, in the county of Sumpter, 
which was read and referred to a select committee: whereupon, messrs 
Price, Fortson and Horton were appointed said committee.

Memorial from the senate to the congress of the United States, asking 
pre-emption rights in favor of actual settlers upon public lands, was read 
the second time and referred to the same committee, to which was refer¬ 
red and resolution of the house on that subject. 

The bill from the senate entitled an act, to authorize town constables to 
execute process issued by a justice of the peace, was read the second time 
and ordered to a third reading. 

The bill from the senate entitled an act, for the relief of Benjamin Mar¬ 
shall, was read the second time and referred to the judiciary committee. 

Engrossed bills of the following titles, to wit: an act to provide for the 
payment of jurors of the county of Pickens; an act to compensate the com¬ 
missioners of roads and revenue, in the county therein, named; an act to 
authorize the people of heat No. 6, in J efferson county, to elect an addi¬ 
tional justice of the peace for said beat, to reside in the corporation of the 
town of Elyton: an act to incorporate the town of Oakville, in the county 
of Lawrence; an act to repeal an act, entitled an act allowing the tax col¬ 
lector of Covington county, twenty five per centum on the amount of the 
county taxes of said county, passed on the 29th of December, 1832; and 
an act to authorize the commissioner's court of Lauderdale county, to levy 
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an additional amount of county taxes for the purposes therein named : were 
severally read the third time and passed. Ordered, that their titles be as 
aforesaid. Ordered, that the same be sent to the senate for their concur¬ 
rence. 

The bill, entitled an act, supplementary to an act, regulating the time of 
making payment upon lands sold at the land office at Courtland, was read 
the second time. Mr. J ackson moved, that the bill be referred to the com¬ 
mittee on propositions and grievances, which was carried. Mr. Hudson 
moved, that the committee report without delay, which was agreed to. 

The bill, entitled an act, authorizing the entry of certain lands at the 
land office at Courtland, was read the second time and referred to a select 
committee: whereupon, messrs. Jackson , Hudson, and Ormond were ap¬ 
pointed said committee. 

The bill entitled an act, to allow a change of venue in certain cases, 
was read the second time and referred to the judiciary committee. 

Bills of the following titles; to with: an act revive and continue in 
force, an act to incorporate the town of Selma in the county of Dallas 
passed December 4th, 1820: an act to authorize the commanding officers 
of the 25th regiment of Alabama militia, to form a company beat, with 
a less number of privates than forty in the county of Henry; and an act, 
to repeal an act, passed on the 12th day of January, 1833, entitled an act, 
to compensate patrols for their services in Madison county; were severally 
read the second time, and ordered to be engrossed for a third reading. 

The bill , entitled an act, to continue in force an act, entitled an act to 
establish a public road from the house of John Gandie, in Morgan county 
to Baltimore or Morgan's Springs in Blount county, passed December 23 
1832, was read the second time and referred to the delegation from Blount 
and Morgan counties. 

Mr Carithers made the following report:—The committee on enrolled 
bills have examined and found correctly enrolled, a bill from the senate 
entitled an act, to provide for the further organization of the county of 
Sumpter. 

The bill entitled an act to permit the examination of parties to suits at 
common law was read the second time: Mr. Porter moved to amend the 
bill by way of the following proviso: "provided , that the jurisdiction grant¬ 
ed by this act, shall be concurrent only with the jurisdiction now exercis¬ 
ed by the courts of chancery in like cases," which was adopted. 

Mr Chamberlain moved to amend the bill by striking out the word "six¬ 
ty" where it occurs in the 1st section of the bill, with the view to insert 
the word "thirty," which was adopted: and the question being put—shall 
this bill be engrossed and read the third time; it was determined in the 
affirmative: yeas 48, nays 16. 

The yeas and nays being demanded, those who voted in the affirmative, are messrs

On motion of Mr Chamberlain, it was Resolved, That the judiciary 
committee be instructed to examine the laws of a general character con¬ 
tained in Alkins digest, and note such omissions as they may discover, and 
such alterations as may be deemed necessary; with leave to report by bill 
or otherwise.

selville and for other purposes: an act to repeal an act, passed on the 12th 
day of J anuary, 1833, entitled an act to compensate patrols for their ser¬ 
vices in the county of madison : an act to amend an act, approved the 24th 
day of December, 1824, to establish a certain road therein named: and an 
act to permit the examination of parties to suits at common law, were sev¬ 
erally read the third time and passed.

stock assigned to that bank, for the exclusive benefit of the planters and 
others, residents in the interior of the country, to be loaned on notes hav¬ 
ing not more than 12 months to run at an interest not exceeding eight per¬ 
cent per annum, which was adopted. 

And then the house adjourned till to-morrow 10 o'clock. 

Thursday, December 5, 1833. —Mr Speaker laid before the house a 
communication from Pleasant H. May, Esq., editor of the Flag of the 
Union, in relation to the printing of sundry public documents, which was 
read ; Ordered, That said communication do lie on the table. 

On motion of mr Oliver, it was Resolved, That the report of the com¬ 
mittee on the branch bank of the State of Alabama, at Mobile, with the 
accompanying documents be withdrawn from the State printer and given 
to the messrs McGuire's with a request to print them immediately. 

Mr Jackson presented the petition of sundry inhabitants of Lauderdale 
county, praying an act of incorporation to establish a rail road from the 
town of Florence to the town of Pulaski in the State of Tennessee, which 
was read and referred to a select committee, whereupon messrs J ackson, 
Carmack, and Ormond, were appointed said committee. 

Mr Norwood presented the petition of sundry citizens of Blount con- 
ty in behalf of Middleton T. J ohnson who is a citizen of J ackson coun¬ 
ty, praying compensation for service rendered a sick person therein nam¬ 
ed, which was read and referred to the committee on propositions and 
grievances to consider and report thereon.

The bill entitled an act, to reduce the number of days that hands shall be 
liable to work on public roads and for other purposes, was read a the second 
time and referred to the committee on roads, bridges and ferries. 

The bill entitled an act, requiring justices of the peace to give security, 
was read the second time; mr Chamberlain moved the following amend¬ 
ment; provided, that this act shall not extend to the county of Mobile: mr 
Hopkins moved that the further consideration of the bill be postponed un¬ 
til Monday next, which was carried.

Mr Beene presented the petition of sundry citizens of the town of Ma- 
plesville, in Bibb county, praying that a branch of the bank of the State of 
Alabama be located at Selma, in the county of Dallas, which was read and 
referred to the committee on the State Bank. 

Mr Sanders of L. from the select committee, to which was referred the 
memorial from the senate to the congress of the United States, asking pre¬ 
emption rights in favor of actual settlers, reported an amendment, which 
was adopted; it was ordered to a third reading. 

Mr Brickell made the following report: The committee on enrolled bills 
have examined and find correctly enrolled, bills of the following titles, to 
wit: an act making appropriations for printing, binding and delivering the 
digest of the laws of Alabama; and an act for the relief of Monroe county. 

Mr Walker made the following report: 

The joint committee of both houses of the general assembly appointed 
to examine the accounts, vouchers and books of the offices of the treasur¬ 
er and comptroller of public accounts, ask leave to report, that they had 
performed the duty assigned them and that in discharge of their duty 
they first examined the books, vouchers and accounts fromt he 26th of 
November 1832 to the 27th of November 1833, the date of the last annual 
reports of the said officers, by comparing the vouchers int eh comptroller's 
office with the law authorizing their payment, and by comparing them with 
the comptroller's books and with the warrants issued on said vouchers, which 
were found to agree: they also compared the books of the comptroller and 
treasurer, and the vouchers in the treasurers office with said books and found 
them to agree; the addition of the books in both offices were examined with 
great care and found to be correct; the book appear to have been kept in a 
most neat and careful manner and the vouchers to have been carefully and 
correctly numbered and filed; the cash in the treasury the credit of the rev- 
nue fund, was found to be fifty two thousand nine hundred and twelve dol¬ 
lars and twelve and one half cents, on te 26th of November last, which was 
evidenced to us by the amount that day on deposite in the bank of the State 
to the credit of the State treasurer; your committee consider it due to those 
officers to acknowledge the aid afforded to them in the progress of the ex¬ 
amination, and the promptness and satisfaction with which every inquiry 
was answered by said officers ; the same mode of examination was pursued 
with regard to the University fund up the same period, and the balance 
to the credit of that fund was found to be $5,750 47 ; they also found in 
the treasury to the credit of the seat of government fund $503 81 and al¬ 
so find in the possession of the treasurer, a certificate of special deposite 
for $135 in notes of the Fayetteville bank (Tennessee) being a part of the 
balance state above to the credit of the revenue fund, all of which is res¬ 
pectfully submitted.

incorporate the town of Oakville, int eh county of Lawrence: an act to re¬ 
peal an act entitled an act allowing the tax collector of Covington county, 
twenty-five per centum on the amount of county taxes of said county, pas¬ 
sed on the 29th of December, 1832, all of which originated in the house of 
representatives. 

Bills of the following titles, to wit: an act regulating the duty of the re¬ 
ceiver of the land office at Courtland; an act to repeal in part an act there¬ 
in named: and an act to amend an act entitled an act to regulate the land¬ 
ing of goods by steam boats and barges, and for other purposes, were se¬ 
verally read the second time and referred to the judiciary committee to 
consider and report thereon. 

The bill entitled an act to amend the road laws within the county of Mo¬ 
bile, and for other purposes, was read the second time and referred to a se¬ 
lect committee, consisting of messrs Hallett, Chamberlain and Rather. 

The bill entitled an act providing additional compensation for the judge 
of the county court of Baldwin county which was read and referred to a 
select committee, to consist of messrs Chamberlain, Hall of B. and Mor- 
risett. 

A message from the senate by mr Conner their secretary: mr Speaker — 
The senate concur in the resolution from the house of representatives, pro¬ 
posing to go into the election of a president and twelve directors of the 
branch of the bank of the State of Alabama, at Montgomery, and have 
amended the same by striking out the words "the 3d inst. at 3 o'clock" 
and insert in lieu thereof "this day at 3 o'clock;” in which they ask the 
concurrence of the house of representatives: the senate concur in the 
amendment of the house of representatives, to their resolution to elect a 
comptroller, treasurer and State printer, by adding five Tennessee canal 
commissioners: Ordered, that the house disagree tot he amendments made 
by the senate, to the resolution proposing to go into the election of a pre- 
siden and directors of the bank at Montgomery: Ordered, that the clerk 
acquaint the senate therewith. 
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The bill entitled an act to improve the mail stage road through Baldwin 
county, was read the second time and referred to the committee on inland 
navigation. 

And then the house adjourned till to-morrow 10 o'clock. 

Thursday, December 12, 1833. — George Mason, a representative from 
the county of Madison, appeared was qualified and took his seat. 

A message was received from the senate by mr Conner: mr Speaker — 
The senate have rejected a bill from the house of representatives, entitled 
an act further to provide for the probate of deeds and relinquishment of 
dower in this State; they have passed bills which originated in the house 
of representatives of the following titles: an act to authorize the command¬ 
ing officers of the 25th regiment of the Alabama militia, to form a compa¬ 
ny beat with a less number of privates than forty, in the county of Henry; 
an act to amend an act approved the 24th December, 1824, to establish a 
certain road therein named; an act authorizing the appointment of an over¬ 
seer of the roads of the town of Russelville and for other purposes; an act 
to repeal an act passed on the 12th day of January, 1833, entitled an act 
to revive and continue in force an act to incorporate the town of Selma in 
the county of Dallas, passed 4th December, 1820; and an act concerning 
escheats. 

Mr Speaker laid before the house the record and proceedings of the cir¬ 
cuit court of Perry county, exercising jurisdiction in chancery in the case 
of Rebecca V. Oneal against Williamson Oneal, for divorce, which was read 
and referred to the committee on divorce and alimony. 

Mr Sanders of D. called up the bill entitled an act to repeal an act there¬ 
in mentioned; the bill was read the second time and referred to the com¬ 
mittee on roads bridges and ferries, with the accompanying documents, 
presented by messrs Sanders of Dallas and Gayle. 

On motion of mr Walker, Ordered, that mr Gardner be added to the 
select committee appointed on the bill entitled an act to repeal in part and 
amend the laws now in force in this State, relating to the apportionment 
of hands to work on public roads. 

Mr Hopkins from the judiciary committee, to which was referred a re¬ 
solution that directed the committee to inquire whether the laws that pro¬ 
hibited negro slaves from hiring their own time, and others from trading 
with them, cannot be so amended as to be made more effectual; reported 
that the laws to which the resolution refers need no amendment; in which 
report the house concurred. 

Mr Morrisett from the committee on propositions and grievances, to 
whom was referred the petition of sundry citizens of St. Clair county, 
praying the passage of a law authorizing plaintiff's to prove by their own 
oaths; accounts for a greater sum than twenty dollars, reported that it is in¬ 
expedient to grant the prayer of the petitioners; in which report the house 
concurred. 

The same committee, to whom was referred the bill entitled an act for 
relief of William Martin, late assessor and collector of the county of Dale; 
reported that said William Martin is justly entitled to the relief sought for 
in the bill, and recommend its passage: the bill was ordered to be engros¬ 
sed for a third reading. 

The same committee, to whom was referred the petition of Amos Ives; 
reported that in the opinion of the committee the courts are fully compe¬ 
tent to grant the relief of the petitioner, and that it is inexpedient to le¬ 
gislate on the subject, in which report the house concurred. 
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Mr Hopkins from the judiciary committee, to which was referred a 
resolution that directed the committee to inquire into the expediency of 
defining more particularly the liability of the securities of executors, ad¬ 
ministrators and guardians; reported that the liability of such securities is 
ascertained by the law as it exists; in which report the house concurred. 

The same committee, to which was referred the bill entitled an act to 
amend an act entitled an act to incorporate the Tuscumbia, Courtland and 
Decatur rail road company; reported that it is the object of the 3d section 
of the bill to transfer the property in a street in the town of Decatur to 
the rail road company, which the legislature has no power to do, and that 
the committee amended the bill by striking out the 3rd section; in which 
amendment the house concurred; the bill was ordered to be engrossed for 
a third reading. 

Mr Carithers presented the petition of sundry militia officers praying 
an alteration in the militia laws of this State, which was read and referred 
to the military committee. 

Mr Hudson from the select committee, to whom was referred the peti¬ 
tion of William Alsobrook and others, reported a bill to be entitled an act 
for the relief of the purchasers of the University lands, which was read 
and ordered to a second reading. 

Mr Houston from the committee on propositions and grievances, to 
whom was referred the petition on sundry citizens of Talladega county, 
reported that it is inexpedient to grant the prayer of the petitioners, and 
ask leave to be discharged from the further consideration thereof, which 
was granted. 

Mr Jackson from the select committee, to whom was referred the peti¬ 
tion of the citizens of Lauderdale county; reported a bill to be entitled an 
act to incorporate the Alabama and Tennessee rail road company, which 
was read and ordered to a second reading. 

Mr Norwood from the select committee, to which was referred the bill 
entitled an act providing a more summary mode for the trial of persons 
charged with the commission of affrays, and assaults and batteries, report¬ 
ed the same without amendment; the bill was referred to the judiciary 
committee. 

Mr Scott from the select committee, to whom was referred the bill en¬ 
titled an act to incorporate the Montgomery rail road company; reported 
an amendment by adding a proviso at the end of the second section, which 
was adopted: the bill was ordered to be engrossed for a third reading. 

On motion of mr Fleming, it was Resolved, That the judiciary commit¬ 
tee be instructed to inquire whether or not clerks of the county courts are 
authorized to take acknowledgement and relinquishment of dower to deeds 
to be recorded in other counties than the one where the clerk lives, with 
leave to report by bill or otherwise. 

On motion of mr Hall of B. it was Resolved, That the several reports 
from the branch bank at Montgomery, Mobile and the bank of the State of 
Alabama, together with the report of the examining committee, be taken 
from the table and referred to the committee on the State bank.

Ordered, that the house concur in the amendments made by the senate 
to the bill entitled an act, to permanently locate the seat of justice in the 
county of Talladega, by striking out the word "free," to insert the word 
"house," so that it was read house holder instead of free holder. Ordered, 
that the clerk acquaint the senate therewith. 

Bills from the senate of the following titles, to wit: an act to authorize 
the bank of the State of Alabama, and its several branches to issue post¬ 
notes; an act to amend the charter of the branch of the bank of the State of 
Alabama at Mobile; an also the band of Mobile, were severally read and 
ordered to a second reading. 

The house took into consideration the resolution from the senate, propos¬ 
ing to go into the election of Trustees of the University; mr Ormond 
moved that the resolution lie on the table, which was lost. The question 
was then to concur, and carried.

Mr Creagh from the committee on ways and means, to whom was refer¬ 
red a resolution, instructing them to inquire into the expediency of altering 
the mode of appointing assessors, reported a bill to be entitled an act, pre¬ 
scribing the mode of appointing assessors and tax collectors, which was 
read and ordered to a second reading. 

Mr Hill of S. presented the account of Adam Stedham, which was read 
and referred to the committed on accounts. 

Mr Hopkins from the judiciary committee, to which was referred the 
bill entitled an act, to repeal in part, an act therein named, reported the 
same without amendment. It was ordered to be engrossed for a third read¬ 
ing. 

The same committee, to which was referred a resolution instructing said 
committee, to inquire into the expediency of so amending the laws of this 
State, as more fully to define the length of time a constable shall serve a 
warrant or other process issued by a justice of the peace before the return 
thereof, reported a bill to be entitled an act, more fully to define the time 
of executing process issued by a justice of the peace in civil suits, which 
was read and ordered to a second reading. 

The same committee, to which was referred the bill entitled an act, to 
repeal the 13th section of an act, entitled an act, concerning attachments, 
approved J anuary 12, 1833, reported a substitute in lieu thereof, which 
was adopted. The bill was ordered to be engrossed for a third reading. 

Mr Brickell made the following report: The committee on enrolled 
bills have examined and find correctly enrolled, bills of the following titles, 
to wit: an act to amend an act, approved 24th December, 1824, to establish 
a certain road therein named; an act to repeal an act, passed on the 12th 
of J anuary, 1833, entitled an act to compensate patrols for their services 
in the county of Madison; an act to authorize the commanding officers of 
the 25th regiment Alabama militia, to form a company beat with a less 
number of privates than forty in the county of Henry; an act to revive and 
continue in force, an act to incorporate the town of Selma, in the county 
of Dallas, passed December 4, 1820 : an act concerning escheats ; an act 
authorizing the appointment of an overseer of the roads of the town of 
Russelville and for other purposes. 

Mr Hopkins from the judiciary committee, to which was referred the

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steam boats and barges and for other purposes, reported that the object of 
the bill is provided for by the existing law, and that it is inexpedient to 
pass the same; in which report the house concurred.

It 
will devolve on the legislature to elect judges of the county courts of Randolph and 
Macon counties at its present session, as their offices became vacant during the recess 
of the general assembly, by the resignation of the persons appointed at their last 
session. Those vacancies have been filled by temporary appointments, which will 
continue until the end of the session.

Ordered, that said message lie on the table. 

Mr Lawson made the following report: The select committee to which 
was referred, that part of the governor's message which relates to a bill 
passed by congress at its last session, in relation to the disposition of the 
nett proceeds arising from the sales of the public lands, have had the same 
under consideration, and have instructed me to make the following report: 

To the senate and house of representatives of the United States in congress assembled: 

The general assembly of the State of Alabama, solemnly impressed with the mag¬ 
nitude of the subject, with becoming deference and respect for the general govern¬ 
ment, but with the sincerity of a free people, cannot in duty to themselves, the peo¬ 
ple they represent, and a desire for the continuance of the Union of the States, avoid 
an expression of their decided disapprobation of a bill that passed both branches of 
your honorable body at its last session, which had for its object a division of the nett 
proceeds arising from the sales of the public lands among the different States, in pro¬ 
portion to their respective representation in congress. 

This general assembly views such a measure as not only subversive of the spirit of 
the constitution, but as wholly impolite and inexpedient. For if you once establish 
the policy of dividing the revenue as contemplated by the bill referred to, giving to 
each State a definite interest in the value of the public lands, will you not place it at 
once in their power to hold up those lands at high prices, and by that means prevent 
the sale and settlement of them. And what rule of reasoning could suggest itself to 
the mind of any person, that would convince them, that the lands could not be divid¬ 
ed out among the several States in the same ratio as was contemplated by the bill 
to which your memorialists allude. Suppose this position to be put in practice, 



is it not obvious to every one, that any and all the States in the union might become 
land holders, and tenants in common in the State of Alabama ; we cannot believe for 
a moment that the framers of the constitution ever contemplated such powers could 
possibly be contended for, and we would ask if there is any express or implied au¬ 
thority in the constitution for the exercise of such powers. Your memorialists be¬ 
lieve not, and deny that nay act of congress can make it legal for any other State in 
13 
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the union separately to hold title, or exercise ownership over any of the lands within 
the chartered limits of this State; yet this state of things would exist if this course 
of policy was pursued. 

The dangerous collisions into which the course of policy would bring the old and 
new States, need not be urged by your memorialist: first it must be sufficiently ap¬ 
parent to forbid the policy of such a measure, recent events most plainly demonstrate 
the damage represented by your memorialist. Expediency then does not require it, 
but on the contrary, forbid its adoption. "For the wealth of the people is the wealth 
of the nation, "and no reliance is so certain and safe in the hour of danger and 
difficulty, as the independency ????? company of the country. Then to make them inde¬ 
pendent reduce the price of your public domain???? migration and increase 
your free-holders all this ????, and you are not poorer, and many of the indi- 
cent of your countrymen will be made prosperous, industrious and firmly devoted to 
??????? ??????.laboring in the vineyard and for the common good of all, improving at 
interest in the public domain as a part wealth of the nation, and prepared to de¬ 
fend it when necessity ????? make the call. For the reasons assigned and many more 
that it is unnecessary to mention, your memorialist solemnly remonstrate against the 
passage of any law having ?????? object the division of the nett proceeds arising from 
the sales of the public lands among the States, upon any terms or proportions what¬ 
ever. 

Resolved, That our senators in congress be instructed, and our representatives 
requested, to use every exertion to prevent the passage of any law, having for its 
object the division of the public lands, the proceeds arising from the sale there¬ 
of in any proportions whatever among the States. 

Resolved, That the governor be requested to forward to each of our members in 
congress, a copy of the foregoing memorial and ?????, to be laid before their 
represpective houses. 

Ordered, that said report lie on the table, and that one hundred copies be 
printed for the use of the house. 

The same committee, reported a memorial to the congress of the United 
States on the subject of public lands, which was read the first time. 

Mr M. D. Williams made the following report: The committee on education, to which was 
referred a bill to be entitled an act, relinquishing land to the Tuscumbia, Courtland and Decatur 
rail road company, have had the same under consideration, and have instructed me to report that 
by an act of the legislature of this State, the Trustees of the University of Alabama have been 
incorporated and made a body corporate and politic deed and in law, and by that name they 
and their successors shall have perpetual succession, and to be able and capable in law to have 
and receive any ????? and tenements in fee or for life, which may be granted to them for the 
purpose of promoting the interest of the University. That the donations of lands of this State 
by the congress of the United States for a ????? of learning has been vested in the trustees 
of the University, and their successors in office, by an act of the legislature of the State of Ala¬ 
bama, and the ???? which have issued for the lands thus donated are made to the trustees of 
the University and the title to the same is legally vested in them as a corporate body. The 
committee, therefore, are of ????? that the legislature have no right to pass any law to relin¬ 
quish the title to lands, which have been vested in the trustees of the University of Alabama: and 
that the rail road company should make application to the board of trustees for the relief con¬ 
templated by the provisions of this bill, and are of opinion that it ought not pass. Ordered, 
that said report lie on the table. 

Mr Jackson made the following report: The special committee to whom was referred so much 
of the ??????? of his excellency the governor, as relates to the act of congress of the 2d March, 
1833, to modify the act of the 14th of J uly 1832, and all other acts imposing duties on imports 
have instructed me to make the following report: The manufacturing interest grew up under 
the policy and laws of the United States, and the largest share of it is held in a part the union 
which was most opposed to the protecting system when it was adopted. The inhabitants of that 
section, accommodated their pursuits to law of which they did not approve when they were ???? 












acted; they deemed a policy permanent to which its opponents submitted, and that they ????? 
than any others carried into effect. The operation of the system convinced many who had been 
its advocates that was productive, of great injury to the planting States of the union , and ???? 
ed a general desire for its abolition to prevade these States; acting upon this conviction, these 
States urged the modification of the tariffs laws, with the views of making them the source of re¬ 
venue only, and denied the power of the general government to frame them with the purposed 
affording protection to domestic manufacturers. 

The failure of their efforts to obtain the modification they desired, ????? a state of excited 
feeling, which a sense of long continued injustice generally produces. The manufacturing States 
maintained the constitutionality of those laws, and the correctness of the policy upon which they 
were founded. They not only denied that the interest of any State was injured, but affirmed that 
the prosperity of all was ????? and secured by the system. Two things were certain, the 
whole South believed she was oppressed by the system, and the manufacturing states did not 
doubt that the effect of a sudden and not entire overthrow of it, would be to impair the prosperity of 
whole States, and reduce many individuals to bankruptcy. A large capital belonging to the latter 
was invested in manufactories, and much of it in branches of them, which without protection 
could not exist. If the protection they had enjoyed, had been ruddenly withdrawn, much of the 
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capital that had been expended in their establishment would have been lost. The operative 
who had been their inmates would have been turned out in the crowds upon the world to seek em¬ 
ployment from a diminished demand for labor, and the owners of the capital invested under the en¬ 
couragement of one law, and destroyed by the operation of another could have ascribed with 
justice the decline of their fortunes to a policy pursued no longer, that was sufficient to do injury 
to many and overwhelm some in ruin. If the people who felt the burthens of the tariffs, had de¬ 
manded relief instantaneous and complete, the demand would have been met by a stem refusal. 

What the consequences of such issue would be, no one can foresee. A patriot would deplore 
any that are probable. The struggle would be in a great dogree, sectional in its character, and 
there is scarcely a prospect that either party would acquiesce in the decision of the other. On 
ever side of the question ????? saluority might be, it would be powerful for its intelligence, its 
wealth and its numbers: and if it forbore to throw off immediately, subjections to the power of 
the union, its obedience would be reluctant- yielded to laws which its judgment would condemn 
as unjust and oppressive. The offspring of a government, it deemed to be the source of wrong 
greater than the benefits. What would be the duration of such obedience, without any claim 
which either the head or heart acknowledged? It is needless to ?????, it force were not 
ultimately employed to settle truths that reasoning could not be certain satisfactorily, men are not 
what they have been and appear now to be. 

The belief that this fearful issue and its consequences were near, gave energy and activity to 
that love of the nation which averted them. Patriotism demanded of theories, a relinquishment 
of something to conciliation; it was made, and the act of congress of the 2d March 1833, to mo- 
?????? the act of 14th J uly, 1832, an all other acts imposing duties on imports was the result. 

That act was restored harmony to an agitated country, and dispelled all apprehension for her fu¬ 
ture safety; it was another fruit of that fraternal feeling and spirit of compromise, of which the 
constitution of the United States was first. 

The South did not desire relief from injury founded upon to any State.?????? did not re¬ 
quire that the capital and labor employed in manufacturers should be withdrawn at once, which 
would have rendered it impossible to find a profitable channels for either. She was willing to bear 
her burthens until they could be gradually removed, and with the least risk of injury to the man¬ 
ufacturing States from a change of their pursuits. 

The act of congress of March 1833, is upon its face, a compromise of conflicting interest. 

The manufacturing States, in consideration of the time allowed by the act, to enable them to 
avoid injury from a change of policy, agreed that the revenue after 30th J une, 1832, should 
be regulated by the principle for which the South had contended. A principle which will snake 
the sum that may be necessity for the economical administration of government- the stand- 
???? for the whole amount of duties. 

In a country so extensive as our own, the interest of parts of which it consists, will be some¬ 
times opposed when such collisions arise, they should be settled by an equitable compromise, and 
any violation of an adjustment made upon this principle, would either render a future one hope¬ 
less or diminish greatly the prospect of making it. The necessity of preserving a principle 
without the influence of which, the union itself would not have been formed and cannot be per¬ 
petuated, demands of every patriot, an in violable observances of any arrangement founded up¬ 
on it. 

Be it therefore resolved by the Senate and the House of Representatives of the State of Alabama 
General Assembly convened. That the aforesaid act of congress of the 2d of March, 1833, has the 
approbation of this general assembly. 

Be it further Resolved, That his excellency the governor be, and he is hereby requested to 
transmit one copy of the foregoing report and resolutions to each of the governor and sister 
States, and one to each of our senators and representatives in congress.

or banking dividends of said capital shall be applied to the making of roads 
and canal, and improving the navigation of the rivers in this State, and 
by a subsequent act of the legislature, all the money arising from the sales 
of the 16th section are deposited in the bank, and the whole nett profits 
made on the funds are paid over to the commissioners of the 16th sections, 
to be applied to the use of schools; the committee are of the opinion that 
the same liberal policy should be extended by the legislature to the Uni¬ 
versity of Alabama by permitting for a limited time all the nett proceeds 
which are made from the funds vested in the bank to be applied to the use 
and benefit of that institution.

Saturday, December 21,1833.- A message from the senate by Mr 
Conner, Mr Speaker- The senate have passed a bill to be entitled an act 
to authorize the instruction of certain free persons of color therein descri¬ 
bed, which originated in the house of representatives; they have also pas¬ 
sed bills which originated in the senate, of the following titles, to wit: an 
act to incorporate the Hibernian Benevolent Society of Mobile; an act to 
amend the road laws; an act to provide a more summary mode of collect- 



ing money from clerks, and an act to amend an act to regulate the weigh¬ 
ing of cotton in the city of Mobile, and for other purposes; in all of which 
they ask the concurrence of the house of representatives. 

Bills from the senate of the following titles, to wit: an act to incorporate 
the Hibernian Benevolent society of Mobile; an act to amend the road 
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laws ; an act to provide a more summary mode of collecting money from 
clerks, and an act to amend an act regulating the weighing of cotton in the 
city of Mobile, and for other purposes, were severally read and ordered to 
a second reading. 

Mr Creagh presented the petition of Louisa, a female slave of the coun¬ 
ty of Mobile, praying the passage of a law to emancipate the said Louisa 
and her children, which was read and referred to the committee on eman¬ 
cipation. 

A message was received from the Governor by James I. Thornton, 
which is as follows: 

EXECUTIVE DEPARTMENT, Tuscaloosa 29th December 1833. 

With my annual message of the 19th ultimo, I transmitted to the General Assembly sundry 
documents, which has been received from the Hon. P. T. Harris, showing that the persons in¬ 
dicted for the murder of hardeman Owen, were protected by the commanding officer of Fort 
Mitchell, and that he had placed at defiance the officers and process of the circuit court of Rus¬ 
sel county. 

I did not believe that the President would sanction this conduct, and in this opinion I have not 
been disappointed; for, on the receipt of my letter at the War Department, of the 25th Septem¬ 
ber, orders were issued, to Major Mcl ntosh to submit to all civil process, and to afford every fa¬ 
cility for its due and proper execution. This will be more fully perceived from the letter of the 
Secretary of War of November, and the documents which accompanied it, which are here¬ 
with sent, for the examination of the legislature. 

Francis S. Key, Esq. a gentleman equally distinguished for intelligence and for his frank and 
honorable character, arrived at Tuscaloosa, at an early period of the present session, with in¬ 
structions to communicate, fully, the views of the President in relation tot he settlers in the 
Creek country. 

With Mr Key, I have had several conversations, the substance of which is contained in his 
letter of he 16th instant, in answer to a note from me of the same date. Copies of this corres¬ 
pondence are herewith laid before the General Assembly, from which it will be sen, that the 
settlers in the new counties are to remain in the undisturbed possession of their improvements, 
and that the orders of the secretary of ware are to be confined exclusively to the locations which 
were reserved for the I ndians by the treaty. 

The principal object of this unpleasant controversy with the general government being obtain¬ 
ed, by asserting and vindicating those great principles, which were established by the constitu¬ 
tion for the security of the people and for the protecting of the States, in the exercise of their 
rightful jurisdiction; it cannot fail to be a source of the highest satisfaction to our fellow citizens 
of the new counties, that the calamity with which, at one period, they were threatened, has been 
averted, and of pride and patriotic exultation to our people, every where, that the supremacy of 
the civil over the military has been successfully maintained. 

It is believed that the plan which has been adopted by the general government, and the exer¬ 
tions they are making to purchase the reservations, will effectually present any future collisions. 
However this may be, it is no less the right than it is the duty of the legislature to pass all such 
laws as will protest the Indians in the rights which have been secured to them by the treaty. Laws 
should be made particularly with a view to prevent tresspasses upon their lands, and to secure 
them against all fraudulent contracts in relation to renting and leasing their premises. 

These people have become citizens of the State and have placed themselves under the protec¬ 
tion of our laws, by their own consent, freely And voluntarily give, and we are called upon by 
every consideration of justice and humanity, to guard them against the impositions to which they 
will be constantly expressed, from their ancient habits and their ignorance of our laws.

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Mr Scott presented the petition of John M. Sally and others of Lowndes 
county, praying the passage of a law authorizing them the clear out Big 
Swamp creek, from a point at or near Hayneville to its junction with the 
Alabama river, which was read and referred to the committee on inland 
navigation. 

Mr Hallett presented the account of J oseph Bates junior, sheriff of Mo¬ 
bile county, which was read and referred to the committee on accounts. 

Ordered, that Mr Rather be added to the committee on county bounda¬ 
ries. 

Mr Jackson from the committee on the State Bank, to which was referred 
a resolution inquiring into the expediency of prohibiting the bank bills of 
any other State, under the denomination of five dollars, from circulating 
in the State of Alabama, reported a bill to be entitled an act, to prohibit 
the bills of the bank of other States from circulating in Alabama, which 
was read, and the question being put, shall this bill be read a second time; 
it was determined in the negative. 

Mr Brown of J. made the following report: The committee on privi¬ 
leges and elections, to which was referred a resolution instructing then to 
inquire into the expediency of passing a law, requiring the people of this 
State, in all elections to vote vice voce instead of by ballot, as now required 
by law, have instructed me to report that it is inexpedient to change the 
mode or legislation the subject at present session; in which report the 
house concurred. Yeas 43, nays 23.

The committee on privileges and elections, to 
which was referred the petition of sundry citizens of Barbour county, in relation to the seat of 
justice of said county, have had the same under consideration , and have instructed me to report, 
that from the examination of the acts of the last legislature, it appears, that said county was form¬ 
ed, partly by territory taken from the Creek lands and partly from Pike county. The conse¬ 
quence of which is, that one half of said county is densely populated, while the other is almost 
uninhabited. It will also bee seen by a reference to said acts, that commissioners were appointed 
to select and permanently located the site for the seat of justice of said county. 

Your committee have also been informed from respectable authority, that said commissioners 
have performed the duty enjoined on them by the act aforesaid, and have located the site within 
a few mile of the centre of said county and have had the same laid off onto lots and have sold 
to the amount of thirteen hundred dollars worth. Your committee are therefore of opinion, that 
the prayer of the petitioners is unreasonable and ought not to be granted. I n which report the 
house concurred. 

Mr Rhodes presented the petition of Henry Stovall, of Morgan county, 
praying for the privilege of entering a tract of land at the land office at 
Courtland, at he minimum price, which was read and referred to the com¬ 
mittee on lands appropriated for internal improvement. 

Mr Hudson introduced a bill to be entitled an act, authorizing a lottery 
for the benefit of the Tuscumbia female academy and for other purposes, 
which was read and ordered to a second reading.

Mr Brickell introduced a bill to be entitled an at, more effectually to 
prevent trading with negro slaves, which was read and ordered to a second 
reading. 

On motion of Mr Evans, it was Resolved, That the judiciary commit¬ 
tee, be instructed to inquire into the truth of certain charges made against 
the judge of the county court of Pike county, and if such charges are sub¬ 
stantiated, to frame articles of impeachment against him or an address for 
his removal as his offenses may justify.

Mr Hopkins made the following report:- The judiciary committee, to which was referred a re¬ 
solution ????? them to inquire into the constitutionality of allowing to each county in the 
State separate representation have had the same under consideration and have instructed me 
to report. That they understood the proposed enquiry to refer to those counties which have been 
formed of territory which previously belonged to other counties, and thus understanding it, 
they have instructed me to report, That a county thus circumstanced is not entitled to a separate 
representation unless its numbers entitle it to such representation. The language of the consti¬ 
tution is plain and explicit there is no room for doubt. We must infer, that the framers of 
the constitution designed, what their language imports in plain and intelligible terms. The com¬ 
mittee therefore, entertain no doubt, that a county formed from other territory is not entitled to 
separate representation unless in other respects, brought within the pale of the constitution. 

Mr Beene moved that said report lie on the table, which was carried. 

Mr Musgrove from the committee on county boundaries, to whom was 
referred a resolution instructing then to inquire into the expediency of at¬ 
taching a part of St. Clair to J ackson county, reported a bill to be entitled 
an act to attach a part of St. Clair county to J ackson county, which was 
read a first time and ordered to a second reading. 

Mr Musgrove made the following report:- The committee on county 
boundaries, to whom was referred several petitions of sundry citizens of 
the counties of Morgan, Blount, and Walker, praying for the formation of 
a new county out of a part of the counties of Blount and Walker, as there¬ 
in described, have had the same under consideration and have instructed 
me to report, that it is inexpedient at this time to form such county, and 
ask leave to be discharged from the further consideration thereof; which 
was granted. 

Mr Beene made the following report:- The special committee to which was referred so much 
of the governor's message as relates to the settlers in the new counties, have had the same un¬ 
der consideration, and have instructed me to report. 

The committee have been deeply impressed with the importance and delicacy of the questions 
submitted by the subject referred to their charge. 

The responsibility of their situation is increased by the reflection, that in addition to the in¬ 
terests of an ordinary nature, the honor and dignity of the State are in an eminent degree in¬ 
volved in the controversy. Everything which relates to the Indian tribes, and their connexion 
with the State and general government, is becoming more and more interesting; and the sub¬ 
jects now presented to your committee, in relation to the settlers in the new counties in the 
Creek country, are of the first importance to every citizen of this State, and of the United 
States. No less that the lives, liberty and property of thirty thousand persons, now residing on 
the lands lately purchased by the United States from the Creek I ndians within limits of Ala¬ 
bama, are involved in difficulties growing out of relations between the State and the general 
government. 

The order of the secretary of war, of the 20th of August last, directing the removal of the 




entire body of our white population from the ceded territory, was deeply alarming to all upon 
whom it was to operate, and the ruin and desolation with which that section of the State was 
threatened, called forth the sympathies and commiseration of our citizens generally throughout 
the State. The committee are at loss to perceive upon was found in the new counties, had 
been brought there by the repeated promises of the secretary of war, that they would be per¬ 
mitted to remain until the selections specified in the treaty of 1832, should be located. Even if 
the government of the United States had the right to remove them the exertion of that right 
after granting the permission, should not have been resorted to, when the consequences would 
have been ruinous to the settlers. 

But the committee are fully persuaded that the act of 1807, under which power is claimed to 
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expel the settlers by military force, cannot operate without the limits of a State, and that it can 
not be executed without encroaching upon its rightful jurisdiction. 

The application of military force, when the interests or the rights of an individual are in any 
respects concerned, is repugnant to the nature of our free institutions and never can be justified 
but upon the most urgent and imperious necessity. The objects of all good governments are 
protection and security to the people in their lives, property and liberty, and these in every 
State in the Union, have been sought to be attained by written constitution, and by mind and 
equal laws. 

A government whose laws are carried into effect without the intervention of courts, by milita¬ 
ry authority is a despotism by whatever name it may be called: and if the general government 
can pleasure send armed bands of soldiers among our citizens, with powers to investigate 
their titles to their lands, and to remove them from their possessions, as the capture of the arbi¬ 
trary will of a subaltern officer may dictate and determine the State government is wholly in 
competent to extend to them the protection to which it is pledged by a solemn injunctions of 
the constitution, and the laws made in pursuance thereof. The consequences which would inevi¬ 
tably result from the exercise of such powers cannot be contemplated without feeling of dismay 
and alarm for the permanency of our happy system of government. 

Heretofore our people have been accustomed to courts and juries , and no one have ever been 
removed from his premises by an officer without process founded upon a judgement entered 
against him, under all the forms and solemnities which belong to judicial proceedings. He has 
always had, as he is entitled by the constitution, to have the privilege of being heard by himself 
or his counsel, open court before a jury of his neighbors, and of having the J aws explained 
by judges of learning and experience. But whatever the act of 1807, shall be introduced the 
scene will be changed. A subaltern officer will be his judge, whose decrees will be executed by 
a licentious and disorderly soldierly. His premises will be invaded and his family insulted by the 
dieordesly intrusions of a military force, and whatever his claims, or his title may be, he will be 
liable to be driven from them without the semblance of legal investigation. When tracts of pub¬ 
lic lands are situated in the vicinity of others that have been sold, cases of this kind with fre¬ 
quently and inevitably occur. 

Whether a tract of land, be public or private property, is strictly a judicial question, which 
every citizen has a right to have investigated, according to the known and established forms of 
law. When the act under consideration was passed, the public domain lay beyond the limits of 
the States, no laws would reach it but those passed by congress, and it was subject to no juris¬ 
diction but that of the United States. 

Whatever regulation might be adopted in relation to the public lands, and however rigorously 
enforced, no collision was produced with the laws or jurisdiction of any State, and of course no 
ground of complaint existed. The United States possessed as well the right of property as the 
the right of jurisdiction, but the latter right, in all cases, when the territories were erected into 
States, was given up and the government thereafter occupied to the States, the relation of a 
land holder. 

The State has as perfect a right to tax the land of the United States as that an individual, 
except so far as the same may have been voluntarily surrendered, and it possess the same 
power to occupy it for public purposes, as it has to convert the lands of an individual to these 
uses. 

There are necessary rights of sovereignty which cannot be restrained or controlled. The on¬ 
ly respect, in which the United States differ from an ordinary holder, is in the power they 
have to make rules and regulations for the preservation of their lands &c; but these cannot be 
executed so as to impair the obligation which every State is under to its citizens, to protect them 
in their constitutional rights. Congress may pass laws to prevent waste upon their lands but 
within the limits of a State, no citizen can be dealt with as a tresspasser until the fact of tress¬ 
pass is judicially ascertained. 

The fifth article of the treaty provides that all intruders shall be removed from the ceded ter¬ 
ritory, until the land is surveyed, and the selections made, and also, shall in like manner be re¬ 
moved from the selection after they are located and placed in possession of the I ndians for the 
term of five years. Upon this branch of the subject, the committee regret to perceive that ar- 



guments have been resorted to and grounds assumed which the secretary of war disclaims. 

That officer contends that the reservation will remain public lands until the expiration of five 
years, and claims authority to remove intruders from them under the act of 1807. The commit¬ 
tee are apprised, that while it will be admitted that the tracts, reserved to the heads of I ndian 
families, will, after they obtained possession, be their private property, during the period of five 
years, it will be insisted that the government had the right under the treaty making power, to 
enter into this stipulation and the public faith is pledged for its faithful execution. 

The doctrine that rightful jurisdiction of a State can be taken away by virtue of a treaty 
has been so uniformly repudiated by the President, both by his deliberations and his practices, 
that it could not with any propriety be advanced by the secretary of war. I n proof of this , the 
committee would refer the house to many of the treaties which have been made with the Chero¬ 
kee and Creek Indians, solemnly pledging the government to protect them against all intrusions 
and encroachments by the white people.- In the face of all their treaties, the country has been 
submitted to the jurisdiction, of the States within whose limits it is embraced. Before the late 
treaty with Creek I ndians, the I ndians were entirely under the control of our laws, and were to all 
intents and purposes, citizens of this State. If their reservations ae in any degree their pri¬ 
vate property, a trespass upon any one of them presents an ordinary case of civil injury com¬ 
mitted by one citizen upon another, which all will acknowledge can be redressed alone by the 
State courts. 

That these tracts are not public land and of course not embraced by the act of 1807, is con¬ 
clusively proven by the consideration, that the government cannot in any action of ejectment or 
trespass recover them of the persons to whom they are allotted. If a trespass be committed, 
the right of action is in the allottee, and not the government. If their reservations be public 
lane, the government have the right to sell them, and yet no one will pretend that this can be 
done. If they are embraced by the act of 1807, the government have the right to take posses- 
17 
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sion of them and yet may legal gentlemen agree, that if the marshal were to attempt to re¬ 
move the allottees, he would be restrained without hesitation by the courts of the United States 
as well as this State. 

In every possible respect in which the subject can be viewed the committee believe that no 
pretext can be furnished for the assumption, that the tracts reserved to the I ndians will be pub¬ 
lic land after they are located. Should the right be conceded to the government to execute the 
fifth article of the treaty a state of things will exist in the eight counties which have been 
formed in the ceded territory, that will be utterly incompatible with the sovereignty of the 
State. 

It is said that there will be seven thousand reservations the owners of these will constitute at 
least one half the population. This part of our citizens, then will be under the protection of 
military power, while the remainder will have to appeal to the slow process of the civil author¬ 
ities. If one of our red citizens come late to the marshal that a trespass has been committed on 
his premises by a white man, he will be immediately redressed by a military guard; but if the 
red man trespass upon the land if the white citizen there is no military guard; but it the 
fact one half of our population in this quarter will be subject to military rule, while the other 
will be governed by the laws of the State. 

But as before stated, it is justified that though the rightful jurisdiction of the State will em¬ 
brace these sections it must be given up to the treaty making power conferred by the constitu¬ 
tion of the United States, on the president and two thirds of the senate. Ths committee believe 
that this doctrine has not been seriously contended for by the great federal party of our coun¬ 
try, since the period of Jay's treaty and it is to be regretted, that any attempt should be made 
to revive it now. If th rights of the States can be bartered away by the president and Senate 
of the United States, in the form of a treaty, there could have been no object in inserting ant 
provisions in the constitution limiting the general government to certain specific objects, and 
which were adopted for the security of the States and the people. 

According to the principle, it is perfectly in the power of the president and senate of the Uni¬ 
ted States, to change the form of our government. Should there be a future president and sen¬ 
ate opposed to slavery, they will have nothing to do to abolish it in the southern States, but to 
enter into a treaty stipulation to that effect with Great Britain. 

That government is now engaged in a crusade in favor of emancipation, and would doubt¬ 
less concede to us important commercial privileges in order to accomplish so favorite a 
scheme. 

The committee do not deem it necessary to discuss this subject. They have not permitted 
themselves to believe for a moment that the house would sanction a doctrine, so utterly subver¬ 
sive of the government itself, and of the liberties of the American people. 

The committee recommend for consideration and adoption of the house, the following re¬ 
solutions. 

1st Resolved, That the order of the secretary of war, directing the removal by military force, 
of the whole white population, from the counties contained in the territory ceded by the Creek 
Indians, was unnecessary for the protection of the Indians; that its execution would be destruc¬ 
tive of the prosperity of the citizens; subversive of the jurisdiction of the State, and ought not 
to be carried into effect. 

2nd Resolved, That in the opinion of this general assembly the act of congress of 1807, was 
not intended to have effect within the limits of the States of the Union; that the execution of 
the provisions of said act, by military force, would be subversive of the rights of the citizens; 
destructive of free government and incompatible with the jurisdiction and sovereignty of the 
States. 

3d. Resolved, That the general government has no constitutional power to interfere with the 
internal municipal affairs of the States; that when the government has parted with the public 
lands, it has no further control over them, aid that trespasses by the citizens of the same State 
upon the property of each other can be regarded and corrected alone by the laws and authori¬ 
ties of such State. 

4th. Resolved, That the power conferred by the constitution of the United States upon the 
president and two thirds of the senate to make treaties is limited and restrained by the grants 



of power therein contained, and that all treaties which encroach upon the reserved rights of the 
States are usurpation of power, subversive of the government and destructive of civil liberty. 

5th. Resolved, That this general assembly do approve of the principles avowed and the pro¬ 
position assumed by the governor of this State, in his proclamation dated of the 7th day of Oc¬ 
tober last, addressed to the citizens of the Creek country and in his recent correspondence with 
the secretary of war, and that he is hereby authorized and requested to see that the laws and 
jurisdiction of the State be maintained in full force and effect in said counties. 

Mr J ackson moved that further consideration of the report and re¬ 
solutions be postponed until the first day of February next. 

Mr Bonham then moved a call of the house, when the following mem¬ 
bers appeared and answered to their names, to wit:

The further proceeding on said report and resolutions were suspended 
for one house. 
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Ordered, that Mr Carithers have leave of absence until Wednesday 
next. Ordered, that Mr Gardner have leave of absence until Friday 
next. 

Mr Brickell made the following report:- The committee on enrolled 
bills have examined and had correctly enrolled, bills of the following ti¬ 
tles to wit: an act to organize the county of Coosa, and to locate the seat 
of J ustice; an act to authorize the instructions of certain free persons of co¬ 
lor therein named. 

Mr Horton from the select committee, to which was referred the peti¬ 
tion of the citizens of Erie, reported a bill to be entitled an act to revive, 
repeal in part amend an act entitled an act, to incorporate the town of 
Erie; in the county of Greene, approved the 14th day of December, 1822, 
which was read a first time and ordered to a second reading. 

Mr Hopkins from the special committee, to which was referred the peti¬ 
tion of sundry citizens of Madison county, praying the enactment of a 
law to incorporate a J oint Stock Company to McAdamize the roads there¬ 
in described, reported a bill to be entitled an act to incorporate the Madi¬ 
son Turnpike Company, which was read a first time, and the constitution¬ 
al rule requiring bills to be read on three several days being dispensed with, 
it was read a second time forthwith, and referred to the judiciary commit¬ 
tee to consider and report thereon. 

Mr Jackson moved to refer the bill entitled an act to incorporate the Al¬ 
abama and Tennessee rail road company, and also, the bill entitled an act 
to authorize a lottery for improvement of the public square and streets 
in the town of Florence in the county of Lauderdale, to the judiciary com¬ 
mittee, which was agreed to. 

Mr Stewart moved to refer the bill to establish a rail road therein nam¬ 
ed, to the judiciary committee which was agreed to . 

On motion of Mr Hall of B. it was Resolved, That the committee on 
ways and means be instructed to inquire into the expediency of passing a 
law, allowing a bounty for the destruction of killing wolves, bears, panth¬ 
ers, and &c., with leave to report by bill. 

On motion of Mr Walker, it was Resolved, That the committee on pro¬ 
positions and grievances take into consideration the propriety of passing 
a law more effectually to prevent the burning of the woods at improper 
seasons of the year, and that they report by bill of otherwise. 

On motion of Mr Musgrove, it was Resolved, That the committee on 
privileges and elections be instructed to inquire into the expediency of 
discontinuing the election precinct heretofore established at the house of 
James Spencer, in the county of Blunt, and to establish one in lieu there¬ 
of at the house of J ames Childers, in said county, with leave to report by 
bill or otherwise. 

Mr Morrisett introduced a bill, to be entitled an act, making an appro¬ 
priation for the payment of the members and officers of the present ge¬ 
neral assembly, which was read and ordered to a second reading. 

Mr Sanders of L. introduced a bill, to be entitled an act, to change the 
time for convening the general assembly of the State of Alabama, which 
was read and ordered to a second reading. 

Mr Bonham offered the following as one of the rules of the house; 
Resolved, That Friday and Saturday of each successive week will, for the 
remainder of the session, be set aside for local business; which lies over 
one day for consideration. 

Mr Hall of A. introduced a bill, to continue the election precinct at the 
town of Washington, in Autauga county, which was read and ordered to 
a second reading. 
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On motion of Mr Taylor, it was Resolved, That the committee on ways 
and means be instructed to inquire into the expediency of altering the law 
which regulated the fees to jailors, for victualling slaves confined in jail, 
so as to allow them a greater compensation for such services, than is now 
allowed by law, with leave to report by bill or otherwise. 

Mr Beene introduced a bill, to be entitled an act, to emancipate certain 
slaves therein named, which was read and ordered to a second reading. 

The question recurred on Mr Jackson's motion to postpone the further 
consideration of the report made this day by Mr Beene until the first day 
February next. 

And then the house adjourned until 10 o'clock to-morrow morning. 

Tuesday, December 24, 1833.- A message from the senate by Mr Con¬ 
ner, their secretary; Mr Speaker- The senate concur in the amendment 
made by the house of representatives to the joint memorial to the con¬ 
gress of the United States in relation to prescription rights; they con¬ 
cur in the resolution of the house of representatives, proposing to go into 
the election of a president and twelve director of the branch of the State 
bank in Decatur, on Tuesday the 24th instant, at 3 o'clock. 

The senate have passed bills of the following titles: an act to amend the 
charters of the branches of the State bank at Decatur and Montgomery; 
an act to amend an act entitled an ant to establish a certain road therein 
named, in which the concurrence of the house of representatives is asked. 

They have adopted the following resolution, Resolved, That with the 
concurrence of the house of representatives, the two houses will adjourn 
sine die on Saturday the fourth of J anuary next at five o'clock. 

Mr Hopkins moved, that the further consideration of said resolution be 
postponed until the fourth day of J anuary next, which was agreed to. 

Bills from the senate of the following titles, to wit: and act to amend the 
charters of the branches of the bank of the State of Alabama at Decatur 
and Montgomery; an act to amend in part an act entitled an act to estab¬ 
lish a certain road therein named, approved J anuary 2d, 1833, were sever¬ 
ally read and ordered to a second reading. 

Mr Brickell made the following report:- The committee on enrolled 
bills have examined and found correctly enrolled, an act further to provide 
for the sale of the 400,000 acres of land granted to the State for internal 
improvement. 

Mr McRae from the select committee on apportionment, to which was 
referred a resolution to draft a bill apportioning the senators and represen¬ 
tatives of the State, as provided for by the State constitution; reported a 
bill to be entitled an act to apportion the representatives among the sever¬ 
al counties in this State, and to divide the State into senatorial districts, 
according to the late census, which was read. Mr Porter moved that the 
further consideration of the bill be postponed until Saturday next, and se¬ 
venty-five copies be printed, which was agreed to. 

Mr Hopkins made the following report:- The judiciary committee to whom was referred a 
resolution instructing them to inquire into the situation of the Creek Indian Territory, from the 
year 1820 to 1833, and the several acts regulating and extending jurisdiction over the same, and 
whether said extension of jurisdiction altered the county boundaries then in existence, and if 
altered whether it was agreeable to the constitution of the State, have had the same under con¬ 
sideration, and instructed me to report that they have examined the cat of 1829, annexing the 
territory in question to certain counties ten in existence, and extending the jurisdiction of the 
State over it. They do not consider the question of the constitutionality of the act of 1829 now 
open, as the Supreme Court of the State has, on two occasions in which the cat aforesaid came in 
question, affirmed it constitutionality. They are also of opinion that even if the highest judicial 
tribunal in the State had not acted on the subject that at does not belong to the legislative de- 



partment of the government, to expound the law; the only mode in which they can express their 
disapprobation of a law is by repealing it, but the act in question has ceased to exist by the 
of last session creating counties in the Creek country- and there is nothing now in which an 
act of the legislature could operate 
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The act in question having thus received the sanction of a previous legislature having been 
since acquired in and acted on, and having also received the sanction the Supreme court 
the committee cannot perceive any plausible ground to impeach its constitutional sanction. They 
are therefore of opinion that by annexation of the territory in question, to the adjoining 
counties, that the boundaries of the counties then in existence was altered, and that the act by 
the legislature must be deemed constitutional. 

Mr Harris moved that further consideration of the report be post¬ 
poned until Saturday next, which was agreed to. 

Mr Morrisett, from the committee on propositions and grievances, to 
whom was referred the petition of Solomon Evans, reported a bill to be en¬ 
titled an act for the relief of Solomon Evans, which was read and ordered 
to a second reading. 

Mr Hopkins, from the judiciary committee, to whom was referred a bill, 
to be entitled an act, exempting certain property from execution and for 
other purposes, reported the same without amendment, and it is inex¬ 
pedient to pass the bill. Mr Norwood moved the previous question, the 
question was, shall the call for the previous question be sustained, and 
passed in the affirmative. Yeas 62, nays 7. 

The yeas and nays being desired, those who voted in the affirmative, are messrs 
Armbrester, Barron, Beene, Bonham, Bowin, Brickell, Brown of J. Brown of M.

The bill was then referred to a select committee, consisting os Messrs El¬ 
lis, Webster and Creagh. 

Mr Morrisett made the following report: The committee on proposi¬ 
tions ans grievances, to whom was referred the petition of sundry citizens 
of Franklin county, praying the establishing an election precinct in said 
county, have had the same under consideration, and have directed me to 
report that in the opinion of your committee, the subject of the petition is 
proper for the consideration of the committee on privileges and elections, 
and asked leave to be discharged from the further consideration of the sub¬ 
ject ; which was granted. On motion of Mr Hudson, the petition was then 
referred to the committee on privileges and elections. 

Mr Hall of A. presented the petition of sundry citizens of Autauga coun¬ 
ty praying that a new beat be established in said county, and an election 
precinct at Milton, in said county, which was read and referred to the com¬ 
mittee on privileges and elections. 

The house resumed the consideration of Mr Beene's report and resolu- 



tions, made on the subject of th settlers on the Creek lands. 

The house adjourned until Thursday at 10 o'clock. 

Thursday, December 26, 1833.- Mr Harris presented the petition of 
sundry citizens of Limestone county, praying the passage of a law to con¬ 
struct a rail road from Athens, to such point of the Tennessee river, within 
the limits of said county, as may be deemed most eligible, which was read 
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and referred to the representation of said county, to consider and report 
thereon. 

Ordered, that Messrs T. Williams and Brown of M. have leave of ab¬ 
sence until to-morrow. 

Mr Speaker laid before the house, the record and proceedings of the cir¬ 
cuit court of Walker county, exercising jurisdiction in chancery in the case 
of J esse Hoblins against J enny Hoblins for divorce, which was read and 
referred to the committee on divorce and alimony. 

Mr Fleming presented a petition of sundry inhabitants of Madison 
county, praying that the I ndian creek canal may be enlarged, which was 
read and referred to the representation from Madison county. 

Mr Carithers presented the petition of sundry citizens of Jefferson coun¬ 
ty, praying the passage of a law to authorize the commissioners' court, to 
levy a tax to build a new jail in said county, which was read and referred 
to a select committee: whereupon, messrs Carithers, Brown of J. and Ellis 
were appointed said committee. 

Mr Chamberlain presented the petition of the president of the branch of 
the bank of the State at Mobile, praying the charter of said bank may 
be amended, which was read and referred to the committee on the State 
Bank. 

Mr Brown of J. presented the account of James Kelly, of Jefferson 
county, which was read and referred to the committee on accounts. 

Ordered, that Mr Nabors have leave of absence until Monday next. 

Mr Sanders of L. presented the petition of Polly Sublet, administratrix 
of William Sublet, deceased, praying the passage of an act th authorize her 
to make title to certain lands therein named, which was read and referred 
to a select committee: whereupon Messrs Sander of L. Brickell and 
Harris were appointed said committee. 

Mr Chamberlain presented the petition of sundry citizens of the city of 
Mobile, praying the passage of a law to compel successful claimants of pro¬ 
perty, to pay the price of improvements, which was read and referred to the 
judiciary committee. 

Mr Davis presented the petition of sundry citizens of the town of Centre- 
ville, in Bibb county, praying the passage of a law to incorporate the trus¬ 
tees of the Centreville academy, in said county, which was read and refer¬ 
red to a select committee, to consist of Messrs Davis, Summer and Hill 
of S.

Mr Fleming made the following report: The joint military committee 
to which was referred the quarter master generals report have had the 
same under consideration and have examined the arms and accourtrements 
therein stated, and beg leave to report that they have examined and had in 
good order one thousand and eighty four muskets, one thousand and eighty 
four bayonets, 117 bayonet belts, 78 catrouch boxes, 205 catrouch belts, 163 
bayonet scabbords, 15 rifles 15 powder flasks, 15 shot-bags, one piece of 
artillery, with gun carriage complete, 2 screw drivers, 20 sabres for cavalry, 

62 sabre belts 106 artillery swords, and would recommend to the serious 
consideration of the legislature, the necessity of causing a more permanent 
and safe provision for the preservation of the public arms by the erec¬ 
tion of small arsenals at this place Mr Fleming moved that the report 
be referred to the military committee which was carried. 

Mr Flail of B. from the committee on roads bridges and ferries, to 
whom was referred the petition of Samuel Haraway and others praying 
the legislature to appoint commissioners to alter that part of the State 
road, leading from Athens in Limestone county to Florence from Addison 
Beuford's to Elk river, reported it inexpedient to grant the prayer of the 
petitioners, as the subject is one which does not properly belong to the le¬ 
gislative department.

Thursday, December 31, 1833. —A message from the senate by mr 
Conner, their secretary: Mr Speaker—The senate have passed bills of 
the following titles, which originated in the house of representatives, to 
wit: an act for the relief of William Martin, late assessor and collector of 
the county of Dale ; an act to change the time of holding the county courts 
in the county of Marion; an act to fix the number of jurors to be drawn 
for the circuit court of J efferson county and for other purposes; an act to 
secure the payment of tales jurors, in the county therein named: an act au¬ 
thorizing the judge of the county court and commissioners of roads and 
revenue of the county of Franklin, to levy a county tax; an act to repeal an 
act, approved on the 2d J anuary 1833 requiring the judge of the county 
court of Covington and Blount counties, to reside within five miles of the 
county site. 

Mr Creagh presented the petition of the executor of William Murrell, 
deceased, late of Clarke county, on the subject of the execution of a negro 
slave naved Dave, which was read and referred to the committee on propo¬ 
sitions and grievances. 

Mr Keener presented the petition of sundry inhabitants of Barbour coun¬ 
ty, on the subject of the location of the seat of justice of said county, which 
was read and referred to the committee on privileges and elections. 



Mr Keener from the select committee, to which was referred the petition 
of sundry citizens of the town of Louisville, in the county of Barbour, re¬ 
ported a bill to incorporate the town of Louisville, in Barbour county; 
which was read and ordered to a second reading. 

Mr Norwood from the committee on divorce and alimony, to which was 
referred the bill from the senate to divorce Mary S. Brooke from her hus¬ 
band Edward F. Brooke, reported the bill without amendment, which was 
ordered to a third reading. 
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Mr Brickell made the following report: The committee on enrolled 
bills have examined and find correctly enrolled, bills of the following ti¬ 
tles, to wit: an act for the relief of master builders and mechanics in the 
State of Alabama; an act regulating the mode of taking constables bonds. 

Mr Brickell introduced a bill to be entitled an act to incorporate Athens 
Lodge No. 16 of Ancient free masons, which was read and ordered to a 
second reading. 

Mr Beene Introduced a bill to be entitled an act to authorize George 
Bruice of Dallas county, to emancipate certain slave therein named, which 
was read the first time, and the rule being dispensed with it was read the 
second time forthwith, and referred to the committee on emancipation. 

Mr Taylor introduced a bill to be entitled an act to compensate the com¬ 
missioners of revenue and roads of the county of Fayette ; which was read 
and ordered to a second reading. 

Mr Ware introduced a bill to be entitled an act to make the Tallapoosa 
river lawful enclosure ; which was read and ordered to a second reading. 

Mr Hudson introduced a bill to be entitled an act to form a company 
beat of militia, of a less number of privates than forty, in the county of 
Franklin ; which was read and ordered to a second reading. 

Mr Richardson introduced a bill to be entitled an act to define and mark 
the line between the counties of Greene and Pickens; which was read and 
ordered to a second reading. 

Mr Massey introduced a joint memorial to the congress of the United 
States, asking the appropriation of twenty thousand dollars, for the purpose 
of opening a road from Ashville, in the county of St. Clair through the 
Cherokee nation, to the State of Georgia; which was read the first time and 
ordered to a second reading. 

On motion of mr Lawson, Resolved, that with the concurrence of the 
senate the two houses will convene in the hall of the house of representa¬ 
tives, on Wednesday, the first day of J anuary, 1834, at 3 o'clock, for the 
purpose of electing a president and twelve directors of the branch of the 
bank of the State of Alabama at Decatur. Ordered, that the clerk acquaint 
the senate therewith. 

Mr McRae called up the bill entitled an act to apportion the representa¬ 
tives among the several counties in this State, and to divide the State into 
senatorial districts according to the late census; the bill being on its first 
reading. Mr McRae moved that it be referred to the committee on ap¬ 
portionment, with instructions so to amend it as to fix the ratio at 2800. A 
division of the question being called for by mr J ackson, the vote was first 
taken on the reference and lost.—Yeas 23; nays 43.

of building a jail in said county; which was read the first time, and the rule 
requiring bills to be read on three several days being dispensed with it 
was then read the second time forthwith, and referred to a select commit¬ 
tee whereupon messrs Bonham, Lawson and Pegues were appointed said 
committee. 

On motion of mr Fortson ; Resolved, That the committee on privileges 
and elections, be instructed to inquire into the expediency of discontinu¬ 
ing an election precinct at the store of George J ohnson, deceased, and es¬ 
tablishing on e at the store of William Kennedy; one at the house of J ames 
Derden; one at the store of Hemphill and Tindall, in the county of Greene;

Mr Beene presented the petition of George Bowin, a citizen of Dallas 
county, praying the passage of a law to emancipate certain slaves therein 
named, which was read and referred to the committee on emancipation. 

Mr Hopkins asked leave to be discharged from the select committee, 
appointed to examine into the affairs of the University, which was granted.

tinue in office certain officers in the 13th company of the 15th regiment of 
Alabama militia, in J efferson county; an act to incorporate Athens lodge 
No. 16 of the ancient free masons; an act to revive, repeal in part and amend 
an act entitled an act to incorporate the town of Erie in the county of 
Greene, approved the 14th day of December, 1822. They have also pas¬ 
sed a bill which originated in the senate, in which they ask the concur¬ 
rence of the house of representatives.

Mr Creagh, from the committee on ways and means, to which was re¬ 
ferred, a resolution instructing them to inquire into the expediency of al¬ 
lowing a bounty for the destruction and killing of wolves, bears and panth¬ 
ers, reported that it is inexpedient to pass any law on the subject, in which 
report the house concurred.

Mr Creagh, from the committee on ways and means, to which was re¬ 
ferred a resolution instruction them to inquire into the expediency of pro¬ 
viding the means for discharging the State loan of two hundred thousand 
dollars, either by negotiating a new loan, or in such other mode as may 
best comport with the interest of the State, reported a bill to be entitled 
an act to authorise and require the president and directors of the bank of the 
State of Alabama to pay off the certificates of State stock, issued in confor¬ 
mity of a law of 1823; which was read, and the rule being dispensed with, 
it was read the second time and third time forthwith and passed. Ordered 
that the title be as aforesaid. Ordered, that the same be sent to the senate 
for their concurrence. 

Mr Creagh , from the committee on ways and means, to which was refer¬ 
red a resolution instructing the committee to inquire into the expediency of 
reducing the taxes; and also a resolution instructing them to enquire into 
the expediency of passing a law authorising the judges of the county courts 
and commissioners of roads and revenue to levy a county tax not exceeding 
one hundred per cent on the State tax for county purposes, reported a bill 
to be entitled an act to reduce the taxes, which was read and ordered to be 
laid on the table. 

Mr Jackson made the following report: 

The joint committee appointed by both houses of the general assembly to examine the affair and 
condition of 

the Bank of the State of Alabama have performed the duties assigned them, and beg leave to report: that 



they 

has given the subject as much attention as was in their power and in some instances have gone into a much 
more minute examination then has been customary: in order to test by all the means in their power the 
situation . 
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of the debts in suit as well as the solvency of those persons indebted to the bank they have pursued the usual 
hours of inviting the members from the respective counties to examine lists of the parties to each as well as 
bills of exchange due to the bank and in suit: this inspection was confined to such notes discounted and such 
bills as were under protesand in suit; but did not extend to the mass of exchange bought within the month of Dec- 
cember and in payment of notes then failing due; to go into an examination of such paper would be an useless 
waste of time, and no benefit could result from it. 

On the 21st December ultimo we caused the state of the bank to be made up to include that day and took 
possesion of the vault; the result of this investigation establishes the fact that the capital stock on that day was 
$ 976 118 83 3-5 which is more fully explained in exhibit A Of this stock there is one hundred thousand dol¬ 
lars 6 per cent, falling due on the first of October next and is payable at the counter of this bank and provision 
must be made by law for the redemption of the same by the present legislature; this payment can be made with 
use by the bank. 

In addition to the capital above mentioned the bank was indebted for its own notes in circulation in the sum 
of 734,335 dollars to individual depositors which include state treasurer's account agents of the University & 

$ 219,568 This sum may be considered as almost a permanent deposite for when the agent of the University 
pays over the large sum now in his hand, it must constitute stock to the credit of that institution The sum of 
$ 49,906 51 to the school fund is a permanent deposite. 

The bank held in notes discounted on that day $896,833 50 and bills of exchange falling due on Mobile and 

New 

Orleans, the sum of 831,143 dollars and there was due her on account with other banks the sum of $ 87,595 32 
she had in cash on that day notes of other banks one hundred and twenty two hundred and twenty- 
seven dollars, spent $87,028 33 We find the books of the bank make a showing of 118,339 76 as a gain 
since the report of the last year. 

The document marked[B] was at end view exhibit the bad and doubtful debts, as well as the forgeries of 
Mose¬ 
ley Baker. The bad debts amount to twenty two thousand nine hundred and fifty six dollars, and the frauds 
twenty one thousand seven hundred and ninety seven dollars and six cents; making an amount of forty four 
thousand seven hundred and fifty three dollars which has been prononneced as desperate. It is impossible to 
ascer¬ 
tain with any degree of certainty what amount may be collected that is now in suit, viz: one hundred and seven¬ 
ty-nine thousand two hundred and fifty-five dollars of this sum one hundred and thirty eight thousand seven 
hundred and ninety four dollars, has been pronounced posed ; and seventeen thousand five hundred and five dol¬ 
lars doubtful. This statement is made upon the authority of the senators and representatives from the respec¬ 
tive counties and shows the necessity of creating more punctuality among the dealers of the bank; and the 
committee to commend to the board of directors that where the parties to a note of bill of exchange permit their 
paper to lay over without the most ample and satisfactory reasons, to dishonor the names of such persons; and in 
future give them no credit ad the prosperity of all banks must depend much on the punctuality of their custo¬ 
mers. The committee would at the same time recommend the board to use a sound diseretion in bringing suit 
on protested bills of exchange where the drawn of a bill is known to be perfectly good the committee cannot 
see the necessity or propriety of multiplying costs by suing the endorsers they believe that discrediting the 
names of such persons would be sufficient to induce there in future to be more cautious, and make the parties 
more prompt in discharging their obligations to the bank. It will be seen that there has been an increase of bank 
capital amounting to two hundred and four thousand five hundred and seventy eight dollars since last years re¬ 
port which is accounted for as follows: Revenue fund has increased one hundred and fifteen thousand nine 
hundred and thirty six dollars ; three per cent fund fifty three thousand seven hundred and ninety three dollars ; 
and University fund thirty four thousand eight hundred and forty-nine dollars and there is now to the credit of 
C. Perkins agent of the University, thirty thousand four hundred and ninety five dollars which it is presumed 
will be invested as the law directs in stock. 

We find upon a comparison with the last years report and the present that although the capital has increa- 
ed about two hundred thousand dollars the bank holds at this time about the same amount of paper say on 
the 18th December 1832 one million six hundred and sixty-two thousand seven hundred and three dollars six¬ 
ty-four cents ; and on the 21st December, 1833, it had one million seven hundred and twenty seven thousand 
nine hundred and eighty -one dollars and fifty cents, being an increase of sixty -five thousand two hundred and 
seventy seven dollars and eighty six cents this may be caused by the payment to the Decatur bank of the Ten¬ 
nessee canal and school fund, amounting to two hundred and five thousand three hundred and twelve dollars and 
the common school fund, transferred to the branch bank at Montgomery amounting to nineteen thousand one 
hundred and fifty four dollars inaking the sum of two hundred and twenty four thousand four hundred and sixty 
six dollars which fund was available for banking purposes. Your committee cannot avoid the opinion that the 



present mode of making discounts as to the time is wrong and oppressive upon the public; the notes are now 
all made to fall due on the 1st and 4th of January, your committee believe that the notes discounted between the 
15th November and the 15th February should be permitted to run to maturity, not to exceed one year from that 
period, and all other paper discounted, to be made payable on the 1st J anuary as is now the case. That this 
mode would not be so oppressive on the officers of the bank, or the public as the old system has been, the com¬ 
mittee do not deem any legislation necessary to produce this result as the board has the entire control of the 
subject by the repeal of that part of the charter which requires discounts to be made between the 1st andl5th of 
J anuary but deem it proper to give it as their opinion and would recommend a course of that sort to be adopted. 

Your committee have gone into a minute exanination of the proceedings of the board, and find that heavy 
da¬ 
mages have been remitted and in many instances have been refunded to persons on protested bills of exchange 
after suit had been commenced and judgment obtained and payment made into the bank; believing the board 
have no such power they cannot avoid the expression of their opinion upon this subject, and felt it their duty to 
cause a statement of the cases they found on the minutes of the board to be made out; which shows that the sum 
of 

three thousand eight hundred and fifty three dollars sixty cents has been given away without any authority of 
law; and in many cases, without any reasons assigned upon the munutes of the board. The paper marked 
shows each case as we have found them on the minutes of the proceedings of the board, as kept by the president 

For several years past this bank has been transacting business with the branch bank of the United States at 
Mobile, and it appears that the conduct of said bank, towards the State Institution was such as to draw forth the 
following resolution which your committee deem proper in the same spirit which originated the resolution, to 
give publicity to the sentiments therein contained. They are as follows: 

Resolved, by the President and Director of the Bank of the State of Alabama That as an act of justice to 
wards the office of discount and deposite of the Bank of the United States at Mobile and in oder to give utter 
ance and perpetuity to the sentiments of the board in relation to that institution, it is due to say that from its 
highminded just and liberal policy towards this bank it is entitled to our warmest approbation and that the 
wisdom and prudence by which it has been guided has had a powerful agency in elevating the character of the 
circulating medium of the State, and imparting a tone of health, activity and vigor to the commercial and mo¬ 
nied transactions through all the ramifications of society. 

The business of this bank has been transferred to the branch at Mobile and closed with that of the United 
States branch. The paper marded[D] is an exhibit of all the blank paper received as well as a complete state¬ 
ment of that part of our examination. Paper marked is an exhibit of the state of the character of the 7th 
instant and shows great reduction of notes but is merely an exchange of one sort of paper for that of another 
for as the notes decrease so the bills of exchange have increased. 

Your committee cannot close this report without bearing testimony to the talents and ability of the cashier of 
this institution and the fuelity with which he threw light upon every transaction of the bank and would 
commend an increase of his salary as proposed in a bill new before the house of representatives . Document 
mark¬ 
ed [F] is a statement of discounts made by all the banks to the several counties in this State, and annexed for 
general information.

Ordered, that 
the same be sent to the senate for their concurrence. 

Joint memorial to the congress of the United States, requesting the right 
of a grant of land for each township where in the 16th sections have proved 
valueless, was read and referred to a select committee, consisting of Messrs 
Creagh, Webster and M. D. Williams. 

Engrossed bill to be entitled an act, in relation to the duties if the trea¬ 
sure of the State of Alabama, was read a third time and passed. Ordered, 
that the title be as aforesaid. Ordered, that the same be sent to the senate 
for their concurrence. 

Message from the senate by Mr Conner: Mr Speaker- The senate have 
passed a bill from the house of representatives of the following title: an 
act for the relief of the purchasers of the University lands, and have amen¬ 
ded the same as therein shown. In which they ask the concurrence of the 
house of representatives. The senate concur in the resolution of the house 
to elect a judge of the county of Pike on this day, which was laid on 
the table. 

Engrossed bill entitled an act, making appropriations for the payment 
of certain claims against the State of Alabama, was read a third time and 
passed. Ordered, that the title be as aforesaid. Ordered, that the same 
be sent to the senate for their concurrence. 

J oint resolutions from the senate, proposing amendments to the constitu¬ 
tion of this State, so as to authorize the election of judges of the county 
courts by the qualified electors of each county, was read. Mr Fleming 
moved that said resolutions be indefinitely postponed, which was lost. Yeas 
15, nays 43. 

The yeas and nays being desired, those who voted in the affirmative, are Messrs 
Speaker Brown of M. Carmack Collier Davis Fleming Harkins Hopkins Hudson 
Jackson McRae Nabors Rains Sanders of L. and Sumners.

The resolutions was then ordered to a second reading. 

Mr J ackson from the judiciary committee appointed by the two houses of 
general assembly to inquire into the expenditures made by the board of 
trustees of the University of the State in building and other improvements, 
to inquire on what authority the board have borrowed from the State of Ala¬ 
bama the sum of sixty thousand dollars, or any other amount, and expended 
the same; and also to inquire into the cause of large sums of money paid to 
said board of their treasurer, remaining to the credit of the persons who 
had collected and paid in th same, without being applied to the credit of the 
different persons of whom the several sums were collected, and to make any 



other and further inquire they might think proper, have instructed me to 
report: 
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That they have, so far as the limited time allowed them would permit, examined the books, papers and 
docu¬ 
ments relating to the affairs of the University from the time of its establishment to the present date. Your 
com¬ 
mittee have discovered with deep regret that the books and accounts relating to the affairs of the Uni¬ 
versity, have been kept in such manner as to place the affairs of that interesting and important insti¬ 
tution in a most perplexed and confused situation. No system or method has been observed in 
keeping the accounts of the University; nor an your committee discover from any books or papers submitted 
to 

their inspection, any means by which to test or ascertain with a reasonable degree of certainty to true 
situation 

of the accounts of the various persons who have incurred responsibilities to the institution. They find on file 
various reports made by the agent of the trustees containing accounts of the sales of the University lands 
made 

by him, showing to whom sold, for what amount, &c.; but in some instances these reports have not been 
record¬ 
ed, nor have accounts been regularly opened with all the purchasers of University lands, so as to show 
whether 

the purchase money has been paid or not. Bonds for debts due to the institution have, as appears by some 
of 

the documents examined by your committee, been placed out for collection without any evidence being 
retained 

showing the liability of the person who received them. A report made by a committee of the board of 
trustees 

during the last summer, and prepared with great labor, shows the fact, that 25, 09 33 100 of University 
money 

stands upon the books of the institution, to the credits of certain person who had collected and paid over the 
same, without showing of whom or from what particular source this sum was derived. 

If the books and accounts of the institution are in such a condition as to render it possible to ascertain 
from 

whom and on what particular accounts this amount was received, it would be difficult to ascertain from 
them, 

whether all the persons who have contracted business with and for the institution have accounted faithfully 
or 

not. Your committee beg leave to submit, herewith, a copy of the report of of a committee of the trustees, 
showing 

the situation of the accounts and books relating to the business of the University. 

The act establishing the University provides that the capital stock arising from the sale of the University 
lands shall not be reduced in any manner whatever. A sum not exceeding 50, 000 dollars in the discretion of 
the 

trustees of the moneys which might be received from the first payment of the land sold, was appropriated 
and 

set apart by law for the erection of the necessary buildings of the University, and the interest arising from 
the last 

payment to be made upon lands sold was set apart and to be vested as the same might be believed, in stock 
of the 

United States, to be applied exclusively to sinking the amount of money appropriated to the erection of the 
buildings, until the amount invested should be equal to the amount expended; after which, the same was 
consid¬ 
ered as capital stock, and was never thereafter to be diminished. 

It will be seen by the statement herewith produced marked [A.] that the sum of $105, 920 87, has been 
ex¬ 
pended by the trustees in erecting the University buildings and improving the college grounds. 

The disbursements from the University fund from the incorporation of the board of trustees, 
to the 9th inst. amount to the sum of

It will thus be seen that the amount of disbursements on account of the University, exceeds the 
appropriation 

made by the Legislature and the entire income fund, of the institution to the amount of $26,860 91. Your 
com¬ 
mittee are not apprised of any law which authorize the board of trustees to exceed the amount appropriated 
in 

their expenditures, and they are equally uninformed as to any law which authorized them to effect a loan 
from 

the bank of the State of Alabama. They cannot but regard the course pursued by the board of trustees in 
the 

amount expended by them, and in restoring to a loan from the bank as an indirect diminution of the capital 
stock 

of the institution and a violation of the laws adopted for their government. 

By the estimate made in the annual report of the board of trustees, the income fund of the present year 
will 

fall short of the necessary expenses of the institution the sum of 
1,329.30 

The annual number of students entered fall should of the estimate contained in the report three, amounting 
to the 

further sum of 
120 00 

Interest on the debt of $64,500 due the bank 
3,894.00 

Making a deficiency for the present year of 
$5,343 30 

By which it appears that the expenses of the institution exceed its income by that amount. 

The interest of the institution and the correct management of the liberal fund divided from the lands 
granted 

to this State for its endowment, require that something should be done to rescue from confusion and 
uncertainty 

as far as practicable, the accounts and books of the University. To this end, your committee would 
recommend 

the passage of a joint resolution appointing the comptroller, with authority to associate with him some skilful 
ac¬ 
countant and bookkeeper, to examine and investigate all the account and reports of the sales of University 
lands, 

to ascertain to whom each particular tract was ??????????? amount received there including princi¬ 
pal, interest, &c. and to examine into all the disbursements made by the board of trustees, of what account, 
&c. 

and to open and bring up a regular set of books, showing the full and correct situations of the accounts of all 
per¬ 
sons who have had dealings with the institution or any of its agents, and to cause said book to be delivered 




to 

the trustees at its next meeting. 

Your committee would further recommend the passage of a joint resolution, requiring the agent of the 
board 

of trustees to make a report of his proceedings and transactions to the president of the board regularly, 
showing 

the amount received by him, from whom, on what account &c. and to deposite the amount which may be in 
his 

hands at the end of each quarter, in bank; the amount derived from the sale of lands to be invested in bank 
stock, 

and the amount derived from other sources and called income fund, to be placed subject to the control of 
the 

board of trustees. 

Your committee would also recommend to the board of trustees at their next meeting, the propriety of 
inquiring 

into the state of the University, and to ascertain whether it is in a flourishing or declining condition, and if 
they 

ascertain that the institution is not in as flourishing a condition as the munificent endowment — the large 
expen¬ 
ditures which have been made, and the generous and liberal salaries of the President and Professors would 
induce 

the State to expect, that they take such steps without delay, as will probably produce the desired result, and 
make full report thereof, to the Legislature at their next session.

other purposes, an act to authorize and continue in office certain officers in the thirteenth com¬

Mr M. D. Williams obtained leave to introduce a bill to be entitled an 
act to declare a part of Big Sandy creek in Tuscaloosa county a puelic hig- 
way, which was read, and the rule requiring bills to be read on three 
several days being dispensed with, it was read a second time forthwith, and 
the rule being further dispensed with, it was taken for engrossed, read a 
third time and passed. Ordered, that the title of the bill be as aforesaid. 

Ordered, that the same be sent to the senate for concurrence. 

The undersigned, members of the house of representatives, believing that the bill apportioning 
representatives to the several counties of this State and to divide the State into senatorial dis¬ 
tricts which has passed at the present session is not warranted by the constitution of this State, 
they do hereby enter their solemn protest against the said law. 

1st. Because the 10th section of the 3d article of the constitution of this State requires that 
the legislature, after fixing on the number of senators, shall divide the State into the same num¬ 
ber of districts as nearly equal in the number of white inhabitants as may be;" whilst, in viola¬ 
tion of this salutary provision of the constitution, the manifest object of which was to preserve 
that equality which is the basis of all our institutions, the bill as passed places on the same foot¬ 
ing in the small counties sending six, five and four representatives to the lower house, with 
those counties which are barely entitled to two representatives in the lower house. The under¬ 
signed cannot perceive any overruling necessity which required such a sacrifice of the funda¬ 
mental principles of our government, and they are constrained to consider it as a plain, open and 
direct violation of the constitution. 

2d. The 16th section of the 6th article provides that "every new county, as to the right of 
suffrage and representation shall be considered as a part of the county or counties from which it 
was taken until entitled by numbers to the right of separate representation" This plain and 
clear mandate of the constitution has also been violated in the bill above referred to, by allowing 
some of the counties in the Creek country to vote with each other, instead of the counties to 
which by law they have previously been attached. 

The undersigned cannot believe that such a violation of the constitution can come to good. 
They think that the rights, the liberties and every thing dear to the people of this State, can only 
be preserved by a rigid adherence to that charter which is not only the evidence of our rights, 
but the safeguard of our liberties. For these and many other reasons, they feel solemnly called 
on to enter their protest against the passage of the said law, and pray that this their protest 
may be entered on the journals of the house.
